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Waiting for the U.S. Mail

Here is a mathematical problem to 


chew on along with that high-priced roast 
beef sandwich and costly glass of milk. 


If more than 5 per cent of the popu- 


lation is not receiving its first class mall 
on time and literally thousands of per- 
sons arc complaining of incredibly slow 
delivery, then why is it the U.S. Postal 
Service is intending to raise the cost of 
mailing a letter to 10 cents? 


Before hearing the answer you better 


swallow first. You'd think that most of 
the estimated $1 billion raised would 
cover the cost of improving services, 
right? Apparently that's wrong. 


ACCORDING TO Postmaster General 


E. T. Klassen, the newly independent 
postal service probably will ask the Post- 
al Rate Commission in September for 


permission to raise the price of the 8 
cent stamp to 10 cents beginning next 
year. 


The money, said Klassen, primarily 


would be used to meet the rise in labor 
costs, which means meeting the needs of 
postal workers who have negotiated big- 
ger and better wage and benefit con- 
tracts the last few years. 


Since the new revenue would probably 


have little effect on productivity it is as- 
sumed the public is going to be paying a 
lot more than they are now with nothing 
gained in return. Nothing, that is, unless 
you work for the two-year-old postal ser- 
vice. 


Standing in the way of this latest move 


by the highly controversial postal service 
is the U.S. Congress, armed with the ap- 
proval of their beleaguered constituents, 


to head off additional price increases of 
any kind. 


One of the most outspoken congress- 


men is U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-loth 
"Mr. Conservative," who has always 
fought for his idea that private industry 
can do a better job in areas where gov- 
ernment is foundering. And the postal 
service, according to Crane and others, 
is foundering badly. 


CITING THE fact that the 2 cent boost 


would be an increase of 25 per cent or 66 
per cent over the last three years, a vio- 
lation of the wage-price 
guidelines, 


Crane said: 


"Such an increase would be uncon- 


scionable at a time when the federal 
government is imposing severe restric- 
tions upon price increases in the private 
sector. It is incredible that the federal 


government itself should seriously be 
contemplating a 25 per cent price in- 
crease in a service vital to commu- 
nications within our country. 


"An Increase in first class mail rates 


from 6 cents to 10 cents in three years," 
added Crane, "is hardly a record In 
which our government can he proud. It 
dwarfs the meat price increases which 
have recently been the topic of such de- 
bate." 


Then Crane added what will amount to' 


be the knockout blow if he has his way: 


"It Is clear that something is funda- 


mentally wrong with the postal service 
when American citizens must pay more 
and more for less and less. The source of 
the trouble, of course, is the monopoly .. 
. hi this case a government monopoly on

Mayor says 'no conflict' 
in bank stock holdings

Mayor Herbert Bchrcl — owner of 


slock in two DCS Plaines banks that hold 
city funds and may purchase supcrblock 
land — said yesterday that "I can't sec a 
conflict of Interest in this." 


"Being elected to public office doesn't 


mean that a man can't live. I would nev- 
er accept a position on their board of 
directors. I don't even attend stock- 
holders meetings," the mayor told the 
Herald. 


Bchrcl owns 100 shares of stock in 


First National Bank of DCS Plaines, 733 
Loo St., and 43 shares of stock in DCS 
Plaines National Bank, 673 Lee St. 


"I'M NOT EVEN sure of the value. I 


bought It a long timo ago," tho mayor 
said. Value of the bank stock Is about $44 
a share, according to bonk officials. 


"I just collected a dividend check Fri- 


day. It was about $80. It sounds terrible 
in the newspapers — a man owns stork. 
But, this thing has got to be silly," Bch- 
rcl said. 


Ownership of tho stock could force 


Bohrcl and Aid. Thomas Koplos (1st) 
from voting July 16 on supcrblock zon- 
ing. 


Koplos owns about 150 shares in First 


National and 50 shares In Des Plaines 
National Bank. His stock ownership is 
listed on a currcntjstate ethics statement 
filed with the Cook County Clerk's office 
because value Is more than $5,000. 


"My sister is an assistant cashier at 


First National," Koplos said. "I've never 
hidden tho fact I own the stock. 


"OUF COURSE, I'll abstain in voting" 


on supcrblock, Koplos said. 


Bchrcl told the Herald "that I've done 


nothing wrong and I intend to vote on the

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He won't challenge U.S. decision 


Col. Guy insists charges were proper 


hy Unltril Press International 
Air Force Col. Theodore W. 


Guy snld he was convinced there 
was a legal basis for his filing 
charges of collaboration against 
eight former prisoners of war 
and he was surprised Washington 
officials dropped the case. 


"No. I didn't think they would 


drop tho clurgcs," Guy said. "I 
spent two months reviewing the 
facts and there was a legal basis 
In my mind for tho charges." 


Earlier Guy said In a television 


Interview he would not challenge 
tho decision announced in Wash- 
ington. 


"I will abide by the decisions 


of tho Secretary of the Army and 
tho Secretary of the Navy. I 
made a promise to my men that 
I would see this thing through 
and I have completed as much of 
my obligation to these men as I 
can now." 


GUY. A FIGHTER pilot, held 


prisoner for nearly five years, 
was the senior American officer 
at a North Vietnamese camp 
called "The Plantation" where 
approximately 80 POWs were 
held. 


Wearing a uniform with a 


chcstful of ribbons, Guy took 
time out as grand marshal of a 
July 4 parade In Elmhurst to talk 
about his charges with UPI re- 
porter David Fields. 


"The charges against all eight 


were almost Identical," Guy 
said. All concerned misconduct 
and violations of the military 
code, he said. 


Guy reiterated his belief that 


the charges were not responsible 
for the death June 27 of Marine 
Sgt. Abel L. Kavonaugh, one of 
the eight accused. Kavanaugh 
was found dead in Denver from 
what police believed were self-in- 
flicted wounds. 


KAVANAUGH'S WIFE said In 


Denver Tuesday she blamed the 
g o v e r n m e n t and Guy for 
Kavanaugh's death. "Had these 
charges never been brought, my 
husband would have been alive 
today," she said. 


Guy said, "She's probably 


emotionally upset, and I don't 
think the charges had anything 
to do with Kavanaugh's death." 
The colonel said the death "cer- 
tainly upset me very much . . . 
but I didn't turn back when it did 
happen. I could not." 


Guy declined comment on re- 


ports two former POWs were 
considering taking legal action 
against Pentagon officials and 
Guy himself for the now dropped 
accusations. 


The two, Army S. Sgts. John A. 


Young of Arlington Heights, and 
King D. Rayford, Chicago, made 
tho statement at a news confer- 
ence In Denver where they at- 
tended Kavanaugh's funeral.

the carriage of first class mall. 


"PRIVATE ENTERPRISE believes it 


• can do a much better Job of delivering 


the mall for half the cost. Why should 
Congress continue to support the notion 
of the government monopoly in the postal 
service simply because It is traditional. 
It Is time for private enterprise to show 
what it can do." 


Crane and fellow Republican congress- 


man Stephen Symms of Idaho, have filed 
h formal protest with (ho Cost of Living 
Council and Its chairman, John Dunlop, 
calling for special hearings into the pos- 
sible increase. That decision has yet to 
bo made, although Crane's aides fee] 
such hearings appear certain. 
: The postal service no doubt differs 
with Crane's views but even their views 
arc muted when stories are told of poor 
or even non-delivery. 


Like Elk Grove residents who have 


complained bitterly that It sometimes 
takes a letter six days to get from one 
side of tho village to the other. Some say 
they want to havo their own post office 
ami not havo to rely on the Arlington 
Heights branch for service. 


LIKE BUFFALO GROVE residents 


who say they would get better service if 
their village had Its own post office In- 
stead of having to rely on Wheeling. 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates resi- 
dents feel tho same way about tho ser- 
vice they arc getting from Rosellc. 


Keeping track of pieces of mail sent to 


and from tho Northwest suburbs proves 
the mall to be quixotic at the least.

if you dislike 
the V.S. Mail 


For those dissatisfied with the U.S. 


malls, there is an alternative: the Inde- 
pendent Postal System of America 
(IPSA). 


IPSA Is a 5-year-old free enterprise 


competitor of tho federal postal system. 
It delivers mall in plastic pouches by rail 
and air, because federal law prohibits It 
from using regular mail boxes. 


Tho IPSA Is forbidden to carry first 


class mall, but It has its own army of 
mall carriers, all of whom buy their 
routes for $1,000 each. And it claims to 
give "first class" service to second, third 
and fourth class mall patrons. 


Tho service was started in Oklahoma 


City, Okln., In IOCS by Thomas Murray, 
an Irish Immigrant. IPSA operates in 60 
U.S. cities and In a total of 1,000 commu- 
nities. Including suburbs, and It also de- 
livers on ntral routes in many states. 


CIIAIILGS J. Richardson, head of 


IPSA's mid-continent division In Elk 
Grovo Village, said tho service depends 
entirely on bulk mall which makes up 80 
per cent of the U.S. Postal Service car- 
go-"But tho regular mall service gets to 
tho bulk stuff only after first class mall 
is moved, and nowaday* that Is slow 
enough," Richardson said. 


letter traveled some 400 miles in less 
time than It took to mall a slmiliar letter 
from Arlington Heights to Schaumburg. 


Moll less than first class is cither very 


fast or incredibly slow. In one case a 
piece of tldrd class mall postmarked In 
Chicago Juno 6 arrived in Arlington 
Heights on July 2 — it took almost a 
month to get from the city to the sub- 
urbs. 


Such complaints rush into Crane's of- 


fice a couple of times a week and the 
congressman Is keeping them well in 
mind when he fights for what he believes 
to be the best solution to the problem. 


THOUGH THE postal controversy be- 


came very heated during the early part 
of the year at the Senate Post Office 
committee hearings, the Issue has now 
died down somewhat. But the possibility 
of a request for a 2 cent Increase will put 
the subject on the top of Congress' prior- 
ity list. 


"There will be a lot of pressure on the 


post office to justify the Increase," said a 
Crane aide in Washington. "The question 
will probably come up: Should Congress 
control tho postal service.again?" 


The new Independent postal service 


agency opened its doors July 1, 1971, 
with the power to set rates, borrow mon- 
ey, and moke its own decisions about 
personnel and post office locations. It re- 
placed the 187-year-old government-run 
Post Offico Department. 


Congress made one major stipulation 


at that time. It said the new postal agen- 
cy must pay Its way by 1984. In two 
years there Is some doubt the agency 
can meet the requirement. 


POSTAL OFFICIALS have said they 


need a few years to get on their feet fi- 
nancially. As far as serveice is concerned 
they contend they do an excellent job de- 
livering first class mall: 95 per cent of 
all local first class mail is delivered the 
next day and nearly all first class letters 
are delivered within two or three days. 
In short, postal officials say, service to- 
day is better than ever. 


Tho Chicago region of the U.S. Postal 


Service consists of 2S1 post offices in 
northern Indiana and the metropolitan 
area. The region manages all the branch 
buildings in contrast to pre-1971 when 
each postmaster did his own thing. 


"The postmaster in Palatine, for in- 


stance, had no direct relationship with 
tho postmaster in Arlington Heights," 
said a Chicago postal official. "Reorgani- 
zation has been a step toward. We're 
very proud of the fact that no specific 
complaints have been aimed at Chi- 
cago." 


Flexibility has been one of the most 


Important results of the reorganization, 
said one Chicago official. If on area post 
office has a shortage of personnel be- 
cause of sickness or vocations they con 
borrow employes from another post of- 
fice. That, service Is not affected. 


"THE POST OFFICE still has fantas- 


tic service with timely and safe deliv- 
ery," tho official said. "Nationwide we 
get 18 complaints per every one million 
pieces of mall we deliver.'People forget 
tho 95 per cent of first class mail that 
comes on time. They only remember 
the five per cent that don't." 


The central region of the postal service 


has 11,000 post offices, 188,000 employes 
In 13 states and operates on a yearly 
budget of some $2.6 billion. To keep go- 
ing, however, postal officials are asking 
or time to prove they can make their 
operation a viable one.

"Before reorganization we were going 


downhill," said retired Chicago district 
Mgr. Henry W. McGee. "We had In- 
adequate facilities and we relied on Con- 
gress every year for appropriations out 
of tax revenue. With reorganization we 
have full control over our own revenue. 
Like any other business organization we 
know what our needs are. 


"All we are asking," said McGee, "Is 


for the public to give us more time. The 
post office has not had ample time to 
adjust because of the problems carried 
over from the old organization." 


As one official put it, "A great thing is 


the absolute sanctity of the first class 
seal. It's the greatest, God-damn bul- 
wark of democracy In this country. If 
you send a letter it can't be opened by 
anybody, at any time." 


Not if It doesn't get there, it can't.

A second teachers' union is seeking a 


foothold among East Maine Dist. 63 fac- 
ulty members. 


The new group, affiliated with the Illi- 


nois Federation of Teachers (AFL-CIO), 
was formed because of dissatisfaction by 
teachers with the Illinois Education 
Assn. (IEA) local, according to organizer 
Chuck Burdeen. 


He charged the local East Maine Edu- 


cation Assn. (EMEA) has not provided 
adequate representation for teachers in 
contract talks with the school board. 


Burdeen, a high school teacher from 


Niles, refused, however, to say how 
many Dist. 63 teachers have joined his 
group or who heads the new group's 
council of IFT Local 1274. 


The new group was condemned by 


EMEA President Hank O'Neill, who said 
the IFT is trying to fragment Dist. 63 
teachers. The group's formation in the 
middle of negotiations Is the "sneakiest 
kind of move possible," O'Neill said. 


THE EMEA has unsuccessfully sought 


a voice in determining working condi- 
tions and establishment of grievance 
procedures during talks with the board 
which started in February. Both sides 
still appear far from agreement In their 
negotiations, which have been marked by 
picketing, teacher rallies and con- 
frontation at board meetings. 


"A man in his position has got to know 


what would happen," O'Neill said of Bur- 
deen. "I can only deduce that he Is trying 
to win power and prestige for his organi- 


zation and that he fully realizes that 
what he is doing cannot help the teachers 
in Dist. 63. It can only hurt them." 


Joe Anderson, IEA 
representative, 


called Burdeen's refusal to discuss the 
size of the group's membership "surpris- 
ing." If there Is such a local, then I 
would suspect that they want themselves 
to be heard and known so people can 
support them," he said. 


O'Neill said more than half of the dis- 


trict's teachers have joined the EMEA 
for the upcoming year. 


He added that he had heard about the 


IFT local early in March, but could not 
find out who the members were. Appar- 
ently, he said, there were some EMEA 
members who had also joined the local. 


During a May school board meeting, 


teachers were not allowed to speak. Bur- 
deen said that if the IFT had been bar- 
gaining agent for the teachers, they 
would have taken the matter to court im- 
mediately. 


ANDERSON POINTED out .that be- 


cause of parent pressure, teachers were 
allowed to present their case at a later 
board meeting. He said there was no 
need for a lawsuit. 


Burdeen also contended that because 


the IFT is affiliated with the AFL-CIO, 
picket lines are respected by other 
unions. "When we strike in a district, ev- 
erything comes to a standstill," he said. 


Anderson said he had never heard of 


any unions crossing picket lines. He also 
criticized Burdeen as "irresponsible" for

Economist hopeful about 
food price stabilization 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon's hope that food prices can bo 
stabilized through the rest of this year 
may bo realized It the price freeze Is lift- 
ed quickly, and if farmers arc able to 
harvest hoped-for record crops this fall, 
a top government economist said. 


But It's too early to make any firm 


forecast about food price trends for the 
rest of 1073. Don Paorlberg. director of 
economics for the Agriculture Depart- 
.mcnt, added In an Interview. Another 
government expert said privately that 
current official estimates of 1973 average 
food costs may have to be boosted again 
later this summer. 


The administration's currently oper- 


ative food price prediction, issued June 
19 by the Agriculture Department, says 
that "If present demand and supply ex- 
pectations are realized, little if any fur- 
ther price increases will be forthcoming 
after the 60-day price celling period ... 
and retail food prices for all of 1073 may 
average about 12 per cent above a year 
earlier." 


EXPERTS SAY that forecast was 


based on the hope that despite last 
spring's 
floods and 
planting delays 


caused by wet fields, farmers have man- 
aged to plant enough corn and soybeans 
to reach the record harvests sought by 
administration planners — fi billion bush- 
els of corn and 1.5 billion bushels of soy- 
beans. 


Agriculture Department experts con- 


tinue to say that planting Indications 
point to the possibility of reaching those 
goals. But at least one recent private 
survey predicted that while the soybean 
goal will be reached, corn planting may 
have fallen short by about 3 million 
acres.

Against this backdrop of fuel shortage 


reports, a UPI survey this week in- 
dicates many major brand stations in the 
U.S. are benefiting from Increased gaso- 
line production in many areas of the 
country. Some stations are staying open 
longer hours as a result of this Increase 
and the somewhat-lower-than-expected 
demand for gasoline. 


• The Independent Petroleum Associ- 


ation of America said it had expected 
demand to be 6 or 7 per cent higher this 
year than last. As of late June, the de- 
mand was running around 5 per cent 
higher. 


• The National Petroleum Refiners 


Association said American 
refineries 


have raised their production to 94 per 
cent of capacity and have announced 
plans to expand their capacity by some 2 
million barrels a day within three years' 
time. 


• Arco, Texaco, Gulf, Exxon and Shell 


have announced they can make more 
gasoline available to dealers this sum- 
mer than originally had been expected. 
Arco bad planned to hold its dealers to 96 
per cent of the gasoline they received 
last year. Now its Eastern dealers will 
get 104 per cent. 


• The Georgia Motor Club surveyed 


stations and found some have Increased 
hours of operation for the first time in 
weeks. In Texas, an American Automo- 
bile Association survey determined "the 
gasoline crunch has taken a turn for the 
better." The survey showed only half the 
stations that had held customers to a 
purchase limit were still limiting sales 
this week. 


• A Texoco station on the outskirts of 


Washington, D.C., an area that has bceen 
one of the hardest hit by shortages, put 
up a sign a couple of weeks ago saying, 
"Sorry, Gas Shortage, Now Closing Sun- 
day." The sign came down during the 
past week. 


THEN ALONG came the pronounce- 


ment by Dean Walcutt, executive vice 
president of the Certified Oil Co., Colum- 
bus, Ohio, and John Ross, senior vice 
president of natural resources for Stan- 
dard Oil Co. of Ohio, that rationing of 
gasoline is likely to occur if demand does 
not decrease. Rumors of gasoline ration- 
ing books already printed and ready 
for distribution spread. 


This was denied by WilUam Simon, 


chairman of the President's oil policy 
committee, and Duke Llgon of the Interi- 
or Department Office of Oil and Gas. Op- 
tions which are under consideration by 
Colorado Gov. John Love, newly appoint- 
ed "energy czar," include a variety of 
mandatory and voluntary fuel allocation 
plans. 


According to Herbert Hugo, Midwest 


bureau chief for the Plaits Oilgram pet- 
roleum industry publication, "Any talk of 
rationing doesn't make sense now." The 
inventories of gasoline in the Chicago 
area have Improved tremendously in the 
past two weeks, he said, to 10 per cent 
above last year at this time. The in- 
ventories had dipped below the 1972 lev- 
els starting in April. 


Oil companies are turning out more 


gasoline, which benefits the motoring 
consumer, he added. Farmers, com- 
mercial users and municipalities which 
are hunting for supply contracts will not 
gain satisfaction until the Administration 
comes through with new Phase IV price 
guidelines, he predicts.

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Tito Illinois General Assembly doesn't 


scorn to have accomplished too much 
this year, what with the sudden death of 
tiro proposed six county mass transit dis- 
trict and other wrangling. 


However, ono action tho legislators 


look may turn out to bo the most signifi- 
cant thing they have done In years. They 
passed a measure that drastically 
changes inc state school aid formula — 
the way In which school districts got old 
from the state. 


The new plan Is called a "resource 


equalizer" and provides that tho state 
will guarantee each school district tho 
amount of money It would receive If It 
had a certain level of wealth In terms of 
assessed property tax value per pupil. 


THE SYSTEM, which still must be 


tlgncd Into law by Gov. Daniel Walker, 
would replace tho old "Stroycr-Halg" 
•ichool aid formula, which has long been 
criticized by school officials as in- 
•ulequalc.

change will be. 


However, the new formula will do 


more than give a lot of school districts 
more money. Proponents of the formula 
hope It will cut down the vast disparities 
between school districts which are very 
wealthy because of their large amounts 
of industry and other revenue producing 
property and those which are very poor 
because they are mostly made up of 
single-family homes. 


IT'S SOMETHING of a mystery, cer- 


tainly, that this session of the General 
Assembly succeeded in coming up with a 
new way of financing schools while it 
was floundering around on other issues. 
When the U.S. Supreme Court handed 
down a ruling earlier this year in which 
it refused to order major changes In 
school finance, many observers thought 
tho chance for change died. 


There are arguments about whether 


the resource equalizer is going to be the 
best way to fund schools, of course. It 
was opposed by State School Supt. Mi- 
chael Bakalis because It continued to use 
property valuation as a measure of 
wealth, among other reasons. 


Even so, the new plan looks like a start 


toward a more equitable funding of 
schools. And even though It may be nec- 
essary to make some changes In the fu- 
ture, the legislature has made a step 
away from tho present system. 


Now, If they can only remember what 


magic they used to do that, they may 
find a way to accomplish something use' 
ful on other Issues.

WEST COVINA, Calif. (UPI) - Don- 


ald Walthers, 13, a good looking, dork- 
haired boy, thumbed through the pages 
of a book with the title "From Slave to 
Statesman — the Life and Times of 
Frederick Douglass." 


After four minutes, Donald put the 


book down on his chair-desk. Then he 
picked it up and skimmed through it 
twice more. 


To outward appearances, It was a boy 


idly glancing at a book in which he had 
not much interest. 


Actually, Donald had read the 231-page 


biography three times in 12 minutes and 
was prepared to discuss Its contents in 
detail. 


Young Walthers is an eighth grade stu- 


dent at the St. Christopher School where 
an experimental program has been un- 
der way this year In rapid reading under 
a system known as Optlmation. 


THE AVERAGE reading speed of a 


college graduate is 250-300 words per 
minute. Donald Walthers can-"cruise" 
through non-technical material at 20,000 
wpm and go 80,000 in "sprints." 


He could read "Gone With the Wind" 


in 40 minutes. 


But Donald is not a genius; he is not 


even unusual. In the demonstration at 
the Catholic school he was one of four 
seventh and eighth graders, four adults 
and two public school students who all 
went through the Douglass biography in 
less than 15 minutes. 


There also was a little doll of a girl, 


Cindy Charland, 9, a third grader who 
read an adventure story about a young 
girl in less than 15 minutes.

The Optlmation technique is being pro- 


moted by the Reading Foundation of Cal- 
ifornia In Pasadena with the hope of hav- 
ing it widely adopted in public schools 
across the nation. 


ROBERT G. AYRES, the foundation 


president, says the rapid reading system 
is one of the most significant break- 
throughs in the history of education.

Christopher, has taken the course and 
says she is capable of bursts of reading 
at 160,000 words per minute. 


"IT IS ONE of the most exciting things 


I have ever experienced as an educator," 


she said. "And best of all is that slow or 
even retarded students can grasp the 
technique and do far better than they did 
before which in turn* produces a sense of 
confidence." 


Sister Francis says that comprehension 


and retention is greater than In slow 
reading. 


But what about reading for pure enjoy- 


ment? Can you still get the same sense 
of a writer's style, his wit, his sub- 
tleties? Do you really enjoy reading 
Dickens' "Tale of Two Cities" In 20 min- 
utes? 


"Well, of course, if you really wish to 


savor a book, to stop and put it down and 
relish a passage, that's a different 
thing," she said. "But actually you do 
get enjoyment and you can always slow 
your speed to your wish — down to only 
1,000 words per minute if you desire." 


Poetry, with the sound and beauty of 


individual words and phrases as much or 
more important than substance, Is one of 
the types of reading material not suitable 
to Optimatlon. 


SISTER FRANCIS recalled that 


recently she went to morning devotionals 
with other nuns. Each had a Book of Me- 


ditation and they were to read one para- 
graph and then meditate upon it. 


"Instead, I suddenly whipped through 


the entire book before I realized what I 
was doing — and I just broke out in 
laughter there in the chapel." 


After the student demonstration of ra- 


pid reading, this reporter borrowed the 
sister's office and wrote a spot story 
which ran about 500 words. 


I handed it to Sister Francis and asked 


her if she would like to read it. She 
glanced at the first page for one second, 
at the second page for one second and 
then handed it back. 


"Good story," she said. And she point- 


ed out an error.

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The environment 
Sounds of silence becoming too rare for everyone 


by LEA TONKIN 


SOUNDS OF SILENCE: they're vir- 


tually unknown to most of us. Wo accept 
the clacking of typewriters, the steady 
drone of nearby traffic and the whine of 
household appliances as part of the dally 
routine. 


Yet noise pollution is more than just an 


annoyance. According to the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency, noise ap- 
pears to affect at least 80 million people, 
or 40 per cent of the population. Many 
millions of Americans have lost part of 
the utility of their dwellings and yards to 
noise from traffic and aircraft on a con- 
tinuous basis. Another 21 million persons 
at any given times ore similarly affected 
by noise from construction sites. 


The recent hearings conducted by U.S. 


Rep. Sam Young, R-lOth, on the noise 
problem created by jets at O'Hare Air- 
port is aimed at one source of both- 
ersome noise. Home workshop tools, 
power mowers and rock and roll bands 
are among the additional polluters wo 
suffer. 


Loss of hearing is an increasingly 


serious problem which results from this 
racket, reports the National Wildlife Fed- 
eration Conservation News. Increased 


blood pressure, heart damage and head- 
aches are associated with excessive 
noise levels. Other stresses include 
changes in acid produced in the stomach, 
endocrine hormones and the functioning 
of the kidneys. 


What can be done about this pollution 


problem? First, suggests the federation, 
eliminate noise in the design stage for 
equipment and hardware. Unfortunately, 
market researchers find that noise is of- 
ten associated with efficiency in the 
mind of consumers. Quiet jackhammers, 
a whisper quiet Hoover vacuum cleaner 
and a quiet electric typewriter are all 
market duds compared with their noisy 
counterparts. 


The federal government may get into 


noise control in a big way, under the 
Noise Control Act of 1972. But emission 
standards won't bo coming out until late 
next year. 


Chicago has a reputation as the city 


with the toughest stand on noise pollu- 
tion. A city ordinance will gradually low- 
er acceptable noise emission levels from 
internal combustion engines by 1980. As 
no representative from the city was able 
to attend the recent airport noise hear- 
ing, however, this suggests selectivity. 


In the meantime, one effort to curb 


An island progress overlooked 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) - Part of 


Prudence Island, located in Narrangan- 
sett Bay, would become a "people pre- 
serve" If the Rhode Island Heritage 
Foundation can obtain land to bo aban- 
doned by the Navy. 


The island, with its rocky shoreline in- 


terlaced with sandy beaches and in sight 
of the mainland, has escaped the hustle 
and bustle of modern living in the 20th 
century. 


Deer, fox, rabbits and quail roam the 


island which is seven miles long and one 
mile wide, and sea gulls circle endlessly 
near the shore in search of shellfish. 


The Heritage Foundation would like to 


acquire the Navy's 600 acres of land on 
the island to assure its preservation in 
Its unspoiled state. 


Dudley A. Williams, an executive com- 


mittee member of the foundation, said 
preservation of the island is important 
"especially in on industrial state like 
Rhode Island." Ho added that it is an 
opportunity "which wouldn't occur again 
In a hundred years, and shouldn't be let 
slip by." 


WILLIAMS SAID the foundation al- 


ready has 450 acres of land on the island 
and hopes to buy the area now held by 
the Navy. 


He said when the Navy pulls out, the 


area will be up for grabs. The General 
Services Administration in Washington, 
which administers the naval property, 
must give first consideration to federal 
agencies, then to the state and local com- 
munities before hearing requests by local 
groups. 


He describes a people preserve as an 


"unspoiled natural state that is not just 
for rabbits and fox, but for people to en- 
joy" and see natural Rhode Island as it 
has been for the lost couple hundred 
years. 


"People would be able to get off their 


boats or take the ferry ... just to wan- 
der in some unspoiled country," the pres- 
ident of the foundation, Alfred P. Van- 
Llew, said. 


The foundation is planning to raise 


funds for the purchase of the property 
which was used primarily by the Navy to 
store ammunition.

bothersome noise is the set of noise pol- 
lution control repletions up for consid- 
eration by the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board. A final draft has been prepared 
and comments will be received through 
July IS by the board. 


The original regulations were received 


by the board In February, 1972. They 
were produced by a task force set up by 
the Illinois Institute for Environmental 
Quality, intended to limit noise from sta- 
tionary sources. Sixteen public hearings 
have been held on the proposed stan- 
dards and modifications have been made 
as a result of these sessions. It's up to 
the board to consider the modified pro- 
posal to limit noise emissions. 


FRIENDLY SKIES are cleaner now: 


United Air Lines announced this week 
that modification of some 650 jet aircraft 
engines to virtually eliminate smoke 
emissions has been completed. The 
world's largest user of the Pratt and 
Whitney JT8D jet engine, the airline be- 
gan its cleanup program on these en- 
gines three years ago. 


Now a number of Boeing 727s and 737s 


are equipped with the modified engines. 
The modification involves the engine 
combustor, the area where the fuel and 
air are mixed before igniting to create 
thrust. 


Fuel is more completely burned, elimi- 


nating unburned carbon particles in the 
modified engines. The engine was chosen 
because it had been estimated by federal 
and state officials that it accounted for 
70 per cent of all smoke emissions from 
jet aircraft. 


END TO INDECISION may be at hand 


as Gov. Walker gets around to naming 
the new chairman for the Illinois Pollu- 
tion Control Board. He's indicated that 
acting chairman Samual Lawton will 
stay until the end of this month. 


This week's reappolntment of Jacob Du- 


melle as a board member by the gover- 
nor, still leaves another vacancy on the 
five-member board. DuMelle's appoint- 
ment must be confirmed by the Senate. 
Last week, the Senate finally confirmed 


the appointment of Roger Seaman to the 
board. 


HARNESSING SUNSHINE — it's no 


longer a farfetched idea, said energy ex- 
perts at this week's solar conference in 
Paris, France. Some 800 biologists, engi- 
neers, urban planners, industrialists and 
researchers participated in the confer- 
ence. French minister of industrial de- 
velopment Jean Charbotmel told a recep- 
tive audience, "Action must pass as soon 
as possible from the researchers to the 
engineers in order that the domestic use 
of solar energy can be realized." 


Charbonnel was among the speakers 


who suggested a sunshine collecting sta- 
tion In orbit around the earth to make 
electricity as one means of putting solar 
energy to work. The world energy short- 
ages and the unreliability of oil com- 
panies were stressed at the conference. 


James Harrison, former deputy min- 


ister of Canada's department of energy 
and resources, and now assistant science 
director for the sponsoring United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO), said, "For the 
first time, proposals for supplying a 
large fraction of the world's vast power 
needs by solar energy no longer seem 
quite so farfetched." Among the prac- 
tical applications of sunshine power are 
small solar water heaters, plants to take 
the salt out of seawater and small en- 
gines used in African countries. Tech- 
nological breakthroughs are still needed 
in the efficiency of absorption and the 
thermal dynamics of heat storage, Harri- 
son said. 


SCENIC DRIVE through the Shawnee 


National Forest in southern Illinois, pro- 
posed 40 years ago and endorsed by the 
Forest Service and development groups 
in the 1960s, is under attack by environ- 
mentalists. The opponents of this pro- 
posed high east-west highway were 
joined by the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation at a Saturday hearing held in 
Marion.

Disabled widows will soon 
be eligible for Medicare 


Widows who have been getting survi- 


vors payments from Social Security but 
who have been severely disabled for two 
years are eligible for Medicare, "but 
they must file a disability claim," ac- 
cording to Norman R. Thoresen, man- 
ager of the Arlington Heights Social Se- 
curity Office. 


Medicare has been available only to 


people 65 and older. Starting in July, the 
government health care insurance will 
be extended automatically to all disabled 
people under 65 if they've received 
monthly Social Security disability pay- 
ments for two years or more. 


"But some severely disabled widows 50 


and over have never applied for dis- 
ability payments," Thoresen said. "Gen- 
erally they've been getting benefits as

widowed mothers who have young or dis- 
abled children In their care.

If a widow is unable to 
make the contact, a friend or relative 
may help. If necessary, arrangements 
can be made for a Social Security repre- 
sentative to visit her."

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WASHINGTON - Even on the Fourth 


of July we can't take a holiday from the 
energy crisis. So I shall devote my post- 
Independence Day column to automatic 
flagpoles. 


At a time when President Nixon Is ap- 


pealing to the American people to con- 
servo fuel and power, It Is shocking to 
find the government Itself setting a bad 
example In that regard. 


If energy conservation Is patriotic, 


then our own Undo Sam is being unpat- 
riotic — unpatricotlc, what Is more, In 
such a Yankee Doodlo activity as raising 
tlio flag. 


A HECENT check at the General Ser- 


vices Administration reveals that at least 
48 federal establishments have now In- 
stalled, or plan to acquire, self-rising 
flags. 


Those devices, available In the GSA's 


government furniture catalogue, operate 
by means of push buttons, automatic 
timers or photoelectric cells. 


Tito most advanced models, which car- 


ry a $2,300 price tag. unfurl Old Glory by 
tho dawn's early light and then haul It 
down again In tho twilight's last gleam- 
ing, untouched by human hands. 


Tho question of whether dehumanized 


flag raising might bo deemed un-Ameri- 
can was taken up In advance with the 
American Legion, the State Department 
and the Army's Division of Heraldry. All 
approved tho concept. 


BUT THAT was before the need to con- 


serve energy became so acute. 


In the present circumstances, the 


apparently expanding practice of con- 
verting to flagpoles with self-propelled 
halyards seems contrary to the national 
Interest. 


It may be argued, of course, that sav- 


ing money is patriotic. The GSA says 
automated Star Spangled Banners even- 
tually pay for themselves by eliminating 
overtime pay for manning the flagpoles 
on weekends. 


Additionally, self-rising flags are high- 


ly desirable in remote areas and places, 
such as some rooftops, that may be diffi- 
cult or dangerous to reach. 


IN RESPONSE to the first point, I say 


that money we can get. There's no mon- 
ey shortage In America. Energy re- 
sources arc what we're running out of. 


Between saving money and energy, the 


choice Is obvious. 


As to the second point, the casualty 


rate among human flag raisers actually 
is relatively low. 


Tho number of persons Injured each 


year while raising flags is roughly equal 
to the number who get hurt playing 
squat tag. 


Whatever tho hardships, we owo it to 


our country to endure them. Manually 
operated flag-poles arc one of the prices 
we must pay for patriotism.

You can halt 
corruption 


A recent Gallup poll shows stead- 


ily increasing numbers of Ameri- 
cans arc getting more and more 
disillusioned with the integrity of 
American government. 


A key contributing factor, no 


doubt, is the current Watergate 
scandal and its corresponding in- 
vestigation by a select Senate sub- 
committee. 


But there arc others. And the 


current federal investigations into 
suspected 
governmental 
impro- 


prieties in Wheeling and Hoffman 
Estates bring the point home to 
the Northwest suburbs. 


Federal investigators have been 


at work for months in Wheeling, 
seeking evidence to prove what 
they allege is a pattern of extortion 
by public officials against housing 
developers. 


The Herald started its own in- 


vestigation in Wheeling prior to the 
initiation of the government probe 
and has turned over to the U.S. At- 
torney's office much of the infor- 
mation obtained. 


Today, the matter is pending be- 


fore a federal grand Jury and 
sources close to the investigation 
have indicated to the Herald in- 
dictments may be coming in Au- 
gust or September. 


A similar investigation, being 


conducted by a second federal 
agency, is underway in Hoffman 
Estates. It apparently centers on 
zoning and annexation practices of 
a prior administration. 


Certainly, no one has been prov- 


en guilty of a crime in either case 
and we hope judgment will be with- 
held until all the facts are in. 


At the same time, however, the 


very existence of such federal in- 
vestigations serves to foster and 
s t r e n g t h e n the growing dis- 


Singleness 


So marriage-minded has Ameri- 


can society been traditionally that 
It comes as somewhat of a surprise 
to learn that one out of every three 
adult Americans Is single — a total 
of 43 million. 


Of this number, 22 million have 


never been married. An almost 
equal number, 21 million, have 
been married but through divorce 
or widowhood arc again single. 


To delve into the statistics fur- 


ther, of the 43 million single adults, 
25 million are women; 14 million 
(of both sexes) are in the 18-24 age 
bracket; 14 million are in the 25-54 
age bracket and 15 million are over 
55. 


Shifts In the population struc- 


ture, and the social changes they 
bring, 
don't happen overnight, 


though It often seems that way. 
The fact is that for the past decade 
the singles' growth rate has been 
more than double that of the gener- 
al population. 


Between 1060 and 1970, the adult 


population grew by 16 per cent but 
the single group (those never mar- 
ried) grew 39 per cent. At the same 
time, the widowed and divorced 
group grew 34 per cent. The abso- 
lute number of divorces Increased 
by a whopping 82 per cent. 


illusionment in our public officials. 


This kind of governmental black- 


eye — whether it occurs at the na- 
tional, state, county or local level 
— is attributable to a widespread 
failure of government. 


Government has become too big 


and too powerful. Bureaucracy has 
grown — even In such small com- 
munities as Wheeling and Hoffman 
Estates — so large and so 
per- 


vasive that, inevitably, it begets 
corruption. 


To head off those governmental 


maladies the public must cease en- 
couraging and refuse to allow gov- 
ernment to play such a broad in- 
tegral part in our everyday lives. 
Secondly the public must demand a 
thorough cleanup and be willing to 
report illegal actions by govern- 
mental officials and employes. 


We can not help but feel most, if 


not all, the scandals confronting us 
today could have been averted if 
one person of honesty and integrity 
would have forsaken his own per- 
sonal profit and exposed the im- 
proprieties at the outset. 


Instead, we have today — both 


locally and nationally — a mood of 
disillusionment and a serious lack 
of confidence in government. As 
government expands its influence 
into everyday American life, bu- 
r e a u c r a c y balloons. Simulta- 
neously, the government grows 
more inaccessible and unanswer- 
able to the public it is bound to 
serve and those in the political 
arena command less and less re- 
spect. 


For years that vicious circle has 


continued to spin until we find to- 
day what has been called the low 
point in the public's regard for pol- 
itics in this century. 


The pattern will continue until 


the public demands Its halt. 


Behind the figures is a trend to- 


ward later marriage or no mar- 
riage or non-permanent marriage 
which finds more and more Ameri- 
cans living more and more of their 
adult lifetimes In the single state. 


All of which is leadhig to some of 


the most startling social changes 
our society has ever known, as wit- 
nessed by the growth of apartment 
complexes, and at least one coun- 
try club, for singles only. 


Singles now even have their own 


magazine, appropriately named 
"Single." Just debuted, this spe- 
cial interest publication for the sin- 
gle, divorced, widowed and unat- 
tached is, says publisher Hy Steir- 
man, "an endeavor to reach indivi- 
duals who by choice or by chance 
find .themselves single in a mar- 
riage-oriented society — to help 
them to adjust, to develop fully, to 
discover Identity," etc. 


With a potential readership of 43 


million, the prospects of 
com- 


mercial success for "Single" seem 
eminently bright. In any event, the 
growth of the single population as 
a percentage of all Americans 
promises to have great impact on 
the lifestyles, goals, attitudes, aspi- 
rations and mores of the entire na- 
tion.

It's the Sheriff's 
Department and the Milwaukee Road 
who are most deeply concerned and in- 
volved In this matter. 


There was only one witness to the acci- 


dent who came forward and said any- 
thing. Who called the police and left a 
name and address. That was me. But, 
I'm not looking for any laurels. You see, 
I had never seen a car get hit by a train 
before, and in all the excitement, I 
missed a lot of the details. But the oth- 
ers, those are the ones I keep telling the 
investigators, "If only you could find out 
who the truck driver was, if only you 
could locate the two boys, and all the 
others. I'm sure they could help you." 


And what about the boy whose car got 


stuck on the tracks? He's gone. He dis- 
appeared. Someone must have seen 
where he went. I didn't. Did he run into 
the forest preserve? Did someone give 
him a ride? Where is ho? No license 
plates on the car; was it stolen? They're 
running a trace on it. But, does he want 
the police to come to nun and take him 
away, or would he prefer to go on his 
own? Where is he? And what did the 
people on the other side of the lowered 
gates see? What did they see that I 
didn't see? Is my story accurate or is it 
conjecture? Can they correct my de- 
scription? The speed of the train? The 
length of time the eates were lowerd be- 
fore the boy attempted to cross the 
Registration hit

meets too often 


Rep. William J. (Bingo Bill) Murphy, 


R-Antioch, the majority whip of the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives, accused 
Gov. Daniel Walker of "a complete tack 
of communication, cooperation or lead- 
ership." 


Gov. Walker complained of the "ob- 


stacles thrown up by (House Speaker W. 
Robert) Blair, Senate President (William 
C.) Harris and the rest of the obstruct- 
ionist Republicans." 


Rep. John J. Matijevich, D-North Chi- 


cago, sat, half-sleeping, during Sunday 
afternoon's dragging session of the legis- 
lature, muttering about bills being de- 
bated which could be held with no detri- 
ment to anyone for another year. 


Sen. John A. Graham, R-Barrington, 


sat hi his Senate chair across the Capitol 
rotunda and declared that the reason the 
legislature was still dragging on was 
"there's no damned leadership over 
there," indicating the House chambers 
where his Republican colleague, Blair, 
presides. 


You may, without contradiction, agree 


with the statements of all four. 


Gov. Walker consistently failed to 


bridge the communications gaps between 
himself and the 78th General Assembly 
or to enlist support for a reasonable leg- 
islative program. 


Blair, Harris and other "obstructionist 


Republicans" spent more time worrying 
about ways to embarrass the governor 
than they did about seeing to the legisla- 
tive needs of the state. 


Members from throughout the state 


continued to push legislation of special 
interest groups while metropolitan mass 
transit, property tax relief and a cam- - 
palgn disclosure law were submerged in 
the political swamp. 


And in the closing days of the session, 


Blair, the most powerful man in the Illi- 
nois legislature, was seldom to be seen, 
providing as Graham put it "no damned 
leadership." 


The past session of the General Assem- 


bly provided one of the most compelling 


tracks? 


"It's like a puzzle," the investigator

If everyone relied on the 
other guy, if everyone thought someone 
else would handle it, what kind of shape 
would we be in? 


The East River Road train track cross- 


ing is a small incident compared to what 
went on in New York several years ago 
when a woman was stabbed on the 
street, while people hung out their win- 
dows and watched her die. But it serves 
to show how people react. 


I had a toothache, and that's taken 


care of. And not wanting to get overly 
dramatic I must say this. I have a heart- 
ache. I just can't believe that people 
could be so uncaring. If I have to rely on 
people like those at that train crossing on 
June 15 if I ever need help Pll be in a 
bad way. I mean, I'll really be in a bad 
way, and it's not too late. More informa- 
tion Is needed. I've asked the in- 
vestigators to let me know if anyone 
steps forward and gives some Informa- 
tion. I'd like to meet that person and tell 
them my faith in my fellow man has 
been reinstated. Besides, the toothache is 
gone, but that heartache, well, that can 
be there a long time.

This session proved almost beyond ar- 


gument that the only way that anything 
meaningful will be achieved in the Illi- 
nois legislature is by strict limits on its 
work schedule. 


In years past, the legislature has fum- 


bled along until the closing hours of what 
used to be the mandatory adjournment 
date on June 30, usually winding up stop- 
ping the clock at one minute to midnight, 
so it could wind up the final issues of the 
session. 


That mandatory adjournment date no 


longer exists, and this year the session 
hobbled along for three days past its ad- 
journment target 


Had it not been for the shortening tem- 


pers and the vacation plans of legisla- 
tors, they might be still at it. 


Moreover, the fact that the legislature 


con convene itself at will makes it all the 
easier for the leadership to put off im- 
portant legislative matters such as mass 
transit until the next time they convene, 
in order to gain political advantage. 


It has become a tired adage that "No 


man is safe in his life, liberty or proper- 
ty while the legislature is in session," 
but it is also becoming more and more 
obvious. 


It would be a service to the public if 


the legislature would reconvene in Octo- 
ber for only one purpose, to resurrect the 
former law that It could meet for only 
six months every two years, or when 
summoned for specific legislation by the 
governor.

• NEW YORK - When millionaire Don 
W. Lufkln walked away from Wall Street 
two years ago to tnko a $32,288 Job with 
(lie State of Connecticut a friend thought 
no had "flipped" or was gearing up for a 
political career. 


"Not at all," says Lufkln, a founder of 


the Donaldson, Lufkln, Jcnrctto Inc. In- 
vestment house. "I had a belief, or call It 
a dream, that birlncss and government 
must work together or both will go down 
tho drain. I became state commissioner 
qf tho Department of Environmental 


' Protection (DEP) because It Involved a 
. national problem — solid wastes. If I 
could get business and government to 
cooperate and como up with a sound 
siato 
answer to that one, It would bo reward 
enough." 
• There ore thoso who feel that Lufkln, 
who resigned tho state job effective July 
1, did just that in 22 months. After gath- 
ering a dozen or more agencies under 
•ono environmental protection roof, Luf- 
kln set out to convince tho Connecticut 
legislature to authorize a statewide sys- 
tem of solid waste control. Just recently 
Gov. Mcsklll signed Into law the Re- 
sources Recovery Authority Act giving a 
10-mnn body tho power of eminent do- 
main, tho power of contracting and the 
power of state credit up to $250 million of 
bonds. 
.BEFORE THAT Lufkln persuaded 22 
companies to bid for the privilege of de- 
vising a statewide solid waste disposal 
system that would protect the environ- 
ment, recover material and be economi- 
cal. And he asked them to do It on a 
non-profit, share-tho-cost arrangement. 


' •' While somo of them agreed to partlcl- 
• pato to "shlno a little image," they also 


realized that any breakthrough In solid 
waste disposal meant entrance Into a $6 
billion market. In Connecticut alone the 
citizens generate 3.5 million tons of trash 
annually. The annual U.S. total Is 4.5 bil- 
lion tons. States are running out of land 
fill areas. Incineration fouls the ah*. 
Prices for handling trash arc soaring. 
- General Electric won the contract 
and came up with a system that may be 
a model for the other 40 states. 


The Connecticut plan envisions 23 


wasto separation plants, one large mate- 


rial recovery plant and five energy re- 
covery plants. 


GARBAGE AND trash would go to a 


separation plant instead of a landfill site 
or Incinerator. There it would be classi- 
fied, sorted and reduced to manageable 
size by machines. 


It's estimated that a Connecticut fami- 


ly of four will produce by 1885 about 85 
pounds of solid wasto annually. Under 
the proposed state system, 60 pounds of 
that total would be combustible material 
and could be converted to steam or fuel 
oil and natural gas by a pyrolysis tech- 
nique. Twenty-five pounds of noncombus- 
tlblcs shipped to a reclamation plant for 
processing and sale would be broken 
down Into about eight pounds of glass, 
seven pounds of Iron and one pound of 
aluminum and other metals. 


•ONLY NINE pounds would remain in 


tho form of a harmless Inert substance 
usable as land fill. 


Natural resources would be saved In- 


stead of buried or burned. 


Tho air would be cleaner. The cost of 


disposal cheaper. The state expects to of- 
fer this service at about $10 per ton, net- 
ting It $35 million annually In users' fees 
plus what it gets for reclaimed material. 
The combustible material burned also 
would take care of about 11 per cent of 
the state's electrical needs. 


Lufkln soys the first plant could be put 


Into operation within a few years and the 
total system effective by 1985 If the state 
makes It a priority item. 


D. J. FINK, general manager of GE's 


Space Division which devised the sys- 
tem, noted that the public always asks 
why business can't do something about 
trash If it can put men on the moon. 
"Now, In Connecticut, we've been given 
the chance to answer that question," he 
said. 


"The only answer to many of our prob- 


lems," says Lufkin, "Is to let govern- 
ment do what it does best, point the way 
and make tho rules, and let business do 
what It docs best, operate the business 
Involved. I think Connecticut's new solid 
waste program will prove that and, In 
the process, eliminate some of the mu- 
tual distrust which has slowed down the 
country."

Someone hitting his thumb with a ham- 


mer may seem funny until It happens to 
you. Dull tools arc likelier to cut you 
than sharp ones. 


Before tackling any Job, large or 


small, remember these basic rules — use 
the right tool for the job, use the tool 
properly, keep the toots In good condi- 
tion. 


For the basic tools you arc likely to be 


using, hero are some basic rules. 


• llnmmcr — When you strike the 


nail, strike It with the full face of the 
hammer. Striking It at an angle causes 
tho hammer to slip off the nail. Hold the 
nail between thumb and forefinger. Hold 
It near the head, not tho point. Hammer 
handles should be smooth and free of 
splinters. Use a hammer heavy enough 
so that pounding Is at a minimum, but 
not so heavy you can't heft It. Make cer- 
tain tho handle Is tight in the hammer

• Screwdriver — Have an assortment. 


One size won't do every job. The right 
size is one In which the blade tip can be 
seated firmly and squarely against the 
bottom and aides of the screw slot. Don't 
substitute a screwdriver for a chisel or 
prybar. Don't hold the work In one hand, 
the screwdriver in the other. That's a 
way to gouge a hole in your hand. 


• Saw — A sharp saw cuts, a dull one 


slips. Support your work on a sawhorse. 
Start the cut on the back stroke and keep 
an even steady pressure while sawing. If 
you arc cutting metal with a hacksaw, 
fasten the work in a vise. 


• Pliers — Hove several types; there's 


no such thing as universal pliers. Don't 
use pliers with worn jaws.

• Storage — Have a place for your 


tools. Don't toss them together into a 
drawer or box. If you can, hang up hand 
tools.

Mlglln's new development will be the 


first major office tower to be built in 
three years between O'Hare Airport and 
downtown Chicago for tenant leasing. 


A distinctive feature of the 120,000 


square-foot structure will be its top floor 
of offices surrounding a landscaped at- 
rium covered by a clear laminated glass 
geodesic sky-dome in the roof. Windows 
will be double-insulated, nonglarc, silver 
mirrored glass. Other features Include 
three high-speed Otis elevators, carpet- 
Ing and draperies provided throughout 
the building and both enclosed and out- 
door parking. The entire building has 
been constructed with special acoustical 
treatment to soundproof the offices from 
the activities of O'Harc. The site adjoins 
the US-room Howard Johnson Motel and 
Is within walking distance of car rental 
facilities, retail shops and restaurants. 


Mlglln noted that the site was deliber- 


ately selected for Its access to and from 
the Kennedy Expressway by cither of 
two interchanges, Cumberland Avenue 
on the west and Canfield Avenue on the 
cast. This avoids a major portion of the 
congestion at the O'Hare entry and exit 
Interchanges while still keeping the 
building within five minutes of O'Harc. 


Mlglln stated that negotiations arc now 


well along with three nationally promi- 
nent companies. Two of these are dis- 
cussing the facility for use as corporate 
headquarters and the third for a major 
regional office. The intent is to lease the 
top three floors to a single tenant who 
will occupy the "sky-dome" top floor 
which will contain executive offices on 
the periphery surrounding the central 
garden atrium. Completion of the build- 
ing is scheduled for late autumn. 


P e r m a n e n t financing was placed 


through Balrd & Warner, Inc. Robert S. 
Julian, Mortgage'vice president of Baird 
& Warner, handled the financing ar- 
rangements.

"Capital outlay is one of the main rea-.

"The balance of those now renting apart- 
ment homes at Versallles-On-The-Lake 
have moved from out of state into the 
Chicagoland area." 


The survey also discovered that the 


majority of the renters were under 50 
years of age. 


Occupants come from upper middle 


class economic levels who are white col- 
lar workers with such jobs as business- 
men, salesmen or professional people, 
the survey noted. 


"We discovered that because of our 


clientele, it was just not enough to dis- 
play furnished apartment models," Felix 
explained. "Today's market calls for a 
'convenience' approach to lifestyle and 
the lease owners free thought in decora- 
ting. 


"To somewhat accomplish. this, we 


decorated our two model apartments in 
Contemporary and Traditional styling 
filled with accessories most people add 
to their homes to give a lived-in feeling. 
It proved to be successful and dis- 
tinguished it from 
other competitive 


apartment complexes in the area." 


HOWEVER, MARKETING studies and 


decorating changes arc only two addi- 
tions to the basic philosophy behind leas- 
ing apartments. The first premise is a 
good sales staff, Felix said. 


"The most important factor to market- 


ing an apartment complex, besides con- 
structing a good, sound product, is to 
liirc a competent resident manager," Fe- 
lix asserted. "Certain

Realtors change policy on land-use plans 


The National Association of Realtors' 


has changed Its policy on land use. White 
continuing to support local control, the 
Realtors' board of directors has recog- 
nized the right of states to develop land- 
use plans in areas of heavy public facil- 
ity concentration and overriding environ- 
mental concern. 


In essence, the action assures general 


backing by Realtors of present legisla- 
tion pending In Congress which is sup- 
ported by Sen. Henry Jackson D-Wnsh., 
and the Nixon Administration. 


PRESIDENT J. D. SAWYER an- 


nounced recently that action by the 
board "recognizes a growing need for an 
overall land use policy to promote more 
effective land use planning by state and 
local governments." Action by the Real- 
tors In amending their statement of pol- 
icy Identifies fundamental areas of 
agreement with Congress and the Admin- 
istration In developing pending land use 
policy, Sawyer said, while at the same 
time continuing to disagree with any 
plan by government to usurp local con- 
trols In matters of strictly local concern. 


The Board acted, In part, to indicate 


support for policies to avoid for the fu- 
ture the present heavy increase in no- 
growth moratoriums. 


SEWER AND no-growth moratoriums, 


and extensive delays and litigation caus- 
ing cancellations of significant residen- 
tial, commercial and Industrial devel- 
opments because of unsettled environ- 
mental questions, have created uncer- 


tainty and even chaos in many areas of 
the country, the Realtors' president said. 


The new policy states: 
"Wo recognize and support the imme- 


diate need for a land use policy which 
would address Itself to the planning of 
land resource use by state and local gov- 
ernment in areas of critical environmen- 
tal concern and hi areas impacted by 
key public- facilities, with due consid- 
eration to individual property rights and 
to the board guidelines established in the 
national interest. 


"We also believe in the continued fun- 


damental right of local government to 
determine the use of land on all other 
matters within its boundaries. 


"We oppose the use of federal sanc- 


tions and the power of federal money to 
coerce the state and local governments 
in their development of land use plans. 


"We condemn the confiscatory prac- 


tice of land use moratoriums by any lev- 
of government. 


Previously, the policy of the associ- 


ation, as adopted in 1972, held that: 


"WE OPPOSE THE use of the power 


of federal money to influence or coerce 
the states to develop statewide land use 
policies which would limit the power of 


local governments to zone the use of land 
within their jurisdictions. 


"We reject as wholly unwarranted and 


unnecessary federal and state govern- 
ment limitation of local zoning power in 
determining the residential, commercial, 
and industrial development of the land." 


Four separate authorities on land use 


addressed Realtors attending the meet- 
Ings. Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Arlz., 
chairman of the Subcommittee on the 
Environment, House Interior Committee; 
John Larson, the leading staff expert at 
the White House on natural resources 
and land use; John Kyi, assistant secre- 
tary of Interior for Legislation; and 
Lance Marston, director of regional plan- 
ning, Interior Department, appeared to 
explain the views of Congress and the 
Administration. 


The speakers emphasized that federal 


control of land use planning was not the 
objective of proposed legislation but that 
states must be provided a helping hand 
through federal grants to provide coordi- 
nation between local governments and 
improve land use planning procedures to 
promote logical patterns of economic de- 
velopment.

elorettes who want to share the purchase 
of a home — and still have their own 
rooms and facilities," Goss states. 


"Why this sudden wave of youthful 


thinking among older Americans? Well, 


that old saying — 'You're only as old as 
you feel' — may have more truth to it 
than most of us care to admit. The senior 
generation has the right idea — think 
young, be young," Goss concludes. 


Do you know that for every hour your 


color television set is on, your air condi- 
tioner must work five minutes more? 
When you clean the house with the vacu- 
um cleaner for a half hour, you are also 
adding heat. 


One of the lesser known facts about 


electric appliances, notes the National 
Better Heating-Cooling Council, is that 
they add heat indoors whether or not It is 
needed. In the winter, this extra heat 
serves as a benefit because it reduces 
the amount required by the heating sys- 
tem. On the other hand, in the summer 
time, the heat generated by the use of 
electric appliances adds to the summer 
heat and causes discomfort. 


If your home is equipped with an air 


conditioner, the unit must work longer to 


remove this extra heat. An added para- 
dox, the council reports, is that air condi- 
tioners create heat even while they are 
removing it. 


To be as comfortable as possible, turn 


off all unnecessary lights and TV sets 
when no one is watching. Also, unless 
your home is electrically heated, advises 
the Council, don't rely on electric appli- 
ances for heat in the winter. In most 
areas, the cost of electricity is higher 
than the fuel used by the heating system.

houxj/condomlnlum community provides 
the foundation for his own philosophy of 
condominium management. Because he 
sees management from both the devel- 
oper's and the residents' points of view, 
his theories touch all bases. 


Most Importantly, Crane fiercely be- 


lieves In the concept of condominium liv- 
ing, both os a developer and as a resi- 
dent. As William Crane, the developer, 
he cites the growing popularity of con- 
dominiums, along with efficient land-use 
and profit-potential. As BUI Crane, the 
resident, he recognizes having bought 
more housing for his purchase dollar. 
And he states with a grin, "It Is a pleas- 
ure beyond all telling to bask In the sun 
on some warm, lazy summer day and 
watch somebody else cut my lawn." 


IN HIS DUAL HOLE. Crane has 


weighed the problems and responsi- 
bilities of both sides, and has come to the 
basic premise of his philosophy of con- 
d o m I n 1 u m management: no con- 
dominium association should attempt to 
manage itself when alternatives are 
available. 


"If Iho developer of a particular con- 


dominium project has a management di- 
vision," said Crane, "the residents 
should take advantage of the available 
professionalism. Management of a devel- 
opment Is, after all. a very large job that 
requires full-time attention." 


Because the homeowner association 


does not have the "total picture" of a 
development from Its Inception to its 
completion. Crane said It often is In 
trouble from the moment its members 
decide on self-management. 


"The developer's management division 


has three things going for It that the 
homeowner association docs not," he 
said. "The developer is completely famil- 
iar with costs, has direct experience with 
tho potential for problems In the devel- 
opment and, most essentially, the devel- 
oper knows exactly why the project was 
undertaken to begin with." 


AN IMPORTANT problem that arises 


In self-management, Crane adds, Is often 
Initially overlooked by members of the 
homeowners' association: neighbor rela- 
tions. 


"How Is a person going to stay friendly 


with his next-door neighbor when he 
must, for example, tell him that he can't 
put up the fence he just bought? A pro- 
fessional manager, on the other hand, is 
a 'third party' who can effectively en- 
force the rules which have been spelled 
out by the homeowners' association." 


One of the growing problem areas In 


condominium living today — the monthly 
assessment — can take on gargantuan 
proportions because of inefficient or 
amateurish management, Crane contin- 
ued. The assessment, which is used to 
pay for the maintenance of commonly- 
owned property in the development, of- 
ten is driven down to an unreallstlcally 
low figure by 
a self-managed < con- 


dominium association. 


"The resulting problem is well- 


known," Crane explains. "The devel- 
opment is left with no cash reserve for 
unforeseen major expenditures or even 
equipment replacement that should be 
expected. When that happens, a problem 
that should have needed only fleeting at- 
tention becomes a monster that can be 
put to rest only with a whopping special 
assessment." 


ON THIS COUNT, however, Crane 


makes It clear that the developer also 
has a share in preventing such an occur- 
rence. 


"Even if it means potentially upsetting 


the buyer In the beginning by estab- 
lishing the proper assessment figure, In 
four or five years the owner will appre- 
ciate the fact that his assessment Is both 
stable and protective of his interests. The 
developer has a very real moral obliga- 
tion to protect the homeowner." 


Crane also believes the "moral obliga- 


tion" to the condominium owners has an 
advantage for the developer..A sidelight 
of a developer-managed condominium Is 
lasting interaction between the residents 
and the project's builder, Crane points 
out. 


"When that occurs," Crane said, "the 


developer's reputation is strengthened 
and he gains Invaluable experience that 
can be applied to his next project." 


CRANE CITES the example of another

TOP CORPORATIONS In the U. S. are 


going into the real estate Held by in- 
itiating programs of real estate in- 
vestment and development. This was in- 
dicated In a recent survey sponsored by 
the Society of Real Estate Appraisers and 
the Real Estate Research Institute of 
California State University. The survey 
revealed that 51 per cent of the nation's 
top corporations are now committed to 
real estate programs. These programs 
are administered through in-house de- 
partments by 44 per cent of the partici- 
pating companies. A previous survey, 
taken for the society in 1970, Indicated 
that only 30 per cent of these same cor- 
porations had created separate real es- 
tate departments at that time. 


Information for both studies was 


drawn from questionnaires sent to the 
top executives of BOO of tho 1,000 top cor- 
porations listed In Fortune Magazine 
(June, 1070). In 1070, 24.6 per cent of the 
corporations surveyed returned question- 
naires; for tho 1972-73 survey, the return 
was 22.2 per cent. Some 14 per cent of 
the 1972-73 respondents said they now 
have a complete real estate division 
within the corporation structure, and 42 
per cent have acquired separate (real es- 
tate) operating companies. Some of the 
corporations admitted disappointment 
with their realty development and In- 
vestment programs (23 per cent), but 
most said they would not abandon their 
programs. Tho most often cited reason 
for this disappointment was the in- 
compatablllty between the tightly struc- 
tured corporate management framework 
and tho more loosely structured, faster 
moving real estate management. All re- 
spondents complained of a lack of quali- 
fied managers who could successfully 
merge tho corporate and realty sectors 
into a cohesive unit.

Determining tho quantity of paint 


you ii need for an exterior paint job, la In 
many ways, as simple as following the 
formula for determining the area of a 
rectangle: "Area equals length limes 
width." In this case substitute the height 
of the wall for tho width In the formula. 


To determine tho area of each wall, 


measure the height from the foundation 
to eaves, then multiply the height by the 
length of each wall. This yields the area 
In square feet for each wall. Add tho

Gables arc the triangular end walls of

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Search for mental health 
Mother's nutrition influences child's IQ 


(Tlili column li presented by Forest 


Hospital In DCS Plnlnes, n l3S-bcd psy- 
chiatric hospital known for It* Intensive 
programs In psychiatric treatment, re- 
search, education anil community scr- 
vice.) 


It may be possible for a mother to con- 


trol her child's Intelligence. 


According to Dr. Robert Cancro, pro- 


fessor of psychiatry at the University of 
Connecticut Medical School, a recent 
study in Israeli kibbutzim shows that 
through the control of a mother's nutri- 
tion, before and during pregnancy, an 
offspring's intelligence quotient could be 
raised significantly. 


"Intelligence," explained Dr. Cancro, 


"is the ability one has to learn certain 
kinds of things more rapidly than others 
learn those same kings of things. It's the 
ability to perform certain kinds of In- 
tellectual tasks rapidly, efficiently and 
well. 


"INTKU.IGKNCE Is an abstract con- 


cept. It Is not something real like a toe 
which Is on anatomical structure. There- 
fore It is defined in different ways — ac- 
cording to culture. That's because the 
kinds of intellectual activities valued or 
helpful In one culture may not be valued 
In another." 


The United States, which bases much 


of In culture on its advanced technology, 
the kinds of things that arc important In 
measuring Intelligence have to do with 


one's ability to abstract, categorize, 
think conceptually, anticipate the future, 
plan and problem solve with new solu- 
tions to novel situations. 


"These aspects of intelligence," Dr 


Cancro said, • 'are measured through In- 
telligence quotient tests. The 'IQ tests 
measure, verbal ability and abstract rea- 
soning ability. They arc a good indicator 
in predicting a child's school perform- 
ance." 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Cancro, the study 


made with Kibbutzim mothers proved 
their children's IQ scores can be sig- 
nificantly raised. 


"In Israel there are two populations: 


'the Caucasian or the European Israelis 
and the Oriental Israeli's who arc from a 
somewhat different gene pool primarily 
from North Africa and some Arab coun- 
tries. 


This Oriental group has been socially 


discriminated against and looked down 
on as Inferior. They average in IQ testa 
(where technology and verbal abilities 
are also important) somewhere between 
20 and 30 points lower than the European 
Israeli population. 


"Various educational and social pro- 


grams had been tried In order to bring 
up the group's IQ. But the programs had 
relatively little impact. It was then found 
that the Orientals who moved Into the 
Kibbutz as well as their children, and the 


children who came into the Kibbutz when 
quite young, all had lower IQ's. It was 
among the women who came to the Kib- 
butz and then got pregnant and the off- 
spring of those pregnancies that IQ's 
were much higher — in fact identical 
with the other children reared in the 
same environment. 


"THE MOST LIKELY explanation," 


Dr. Cancro continued, "is pre-natal nu- 
trition. That Is the state before her preg- 
nancy as well as, during pregnancy. 
There are other factors like very early 
learning experiences and early post-natal 
stimulation that certainly contribute tj 
the intelligence level of the child, bui 
certain data show that nutrition plays 
very heavily in Intellectual development. 


"For Instance we know that in a mul- 


tiple birth situation, where there are 
twins, the twins have a lower IQ than 
children in general. If there are triplets 
they have a lower IQ than children of 
single or double birth. Where there are 
twins, the one who Is lighter had a poor- 
er nutritional environment so he has the 
lower IQ of the twin pair. 


"Much evidence," Dr. Cancro added, 


"suggests that the state of inter-uterine 
nutrition is vitally important in the de- 
velopment of the central nervous system 
— the base from which IQ measures. 


"We .lust don't know the answer to the 


very complicated question of intelligence 
6ut this data on nutrition Is the only data 
I have seen so far that looks solid."

Q. I'll be 83 next May and I plan to 


retire then, I'll earn nearly Sfl.OOO next 
year "efore I retire. After I retire, can I 
cam 12,100 for the rent of the year and 
(till get all my Social Security pay- 
ment*? 
*'A. No. Since you'll have already ox- 


receded $2,100 In yearly earnings when 
j you retire, you can only get benefits for 


months In which you neither earned $175 
nor done substantial work In self-employ- 
ment. 


Q. I read that there li to be an In- 


creaie In the medical Iniurance pre- 
mium that I* deducted from my monthly 
Social Security benefit. Isn't this In- 
creaie covered under the recently an- 
nounced 60 day prize freeze? 


A. Yes, the premium Increase Is affect- 


od by the price freeze. However, the So- 
*el«l Security administration found that It 
would be impossible to prevent the new 
,,rttc from being deducted from your 
,r cticck, because action has already bcci 


taken to have the new rate taken out and 
the vast amount of people Involved. You 
will, however, receive an adjustment of 
the additional premium deduction as

|| Q. After my husband died recently, I 
|i received a bill from his doctor. Since we 


both were signed up for medical Insur- 
ance under Medicare, do I juit send the 
bill In for payment as I have done In the 
past? 


A. When a Medicare patient has died, 


the request for payment must be sub- 
mitted with some additional Information. 
Along with the usual form, you'll need a 
receipt showing that the medical ex- 
penses were paid and another form 
(SSA-1660) which explains your legal 
relationship to the deceased Medicare 
beneficiary.

Q. I signed up for both port* of Medi-

A. You won't need a claim form. The 


hospital will take care of all the paper 
work for you. Just show your medicare 
card to the admission office when you 
check Into the hospital. 


Q. My doctor ha* told me I'll never be 


able to work again because of my bad 
heart. When I applied for monthly social 
security disability payments, they told 
me I won't be paid for the first five 
months. Will I get paid later on for these 
months? 


A. No. There Is no payment made for 


the first five full months of disability. 
This waiting period is a requirement in 
the social security law. 


Q. My brother was only 25 when he 


died last month. He left a 21-year-old 
widow and two children, a 2-ycar-old and 
a baby 5 month* old. Even though my 
brother was very young, couldn't he still 
have enough work under social security 
for his wife and children to get monthly 
checks? 


A.' Yes, if your brother had as little as 


IVi years of work under social security, 
his wife and children could get monthly 
s o c i a l scc.urity checks and a 
lump-sum payment to help with funeral 
expenses. Your sister-in-law should call, 
write or visit any social security office 
as soon as possible to apply for benefits. 


Tlie Doctor Says...by Dr. Lmvrence Lamb 
Neck artery aneurysm 
-it can be repaired 


• Dear Dr. Lamb — My doctor tells me I 
have an aneurysm of the right carotid 
artery. Since I just noticed this swelling 
in my neck I asked if it would disappear. 
He replied that it had probably been 
eight months in developing before it was 
noticeable. He tells me there Is nothing 
that he knows of medically to correct it, 
except to wplace it ^f It gets Inrgcr. 
Could'it rupture and cause me to bleed to 
death? He wants me to have him look at 
it again In five or six months or If I start 
having any trouble. He said he didn't 
have many cases of this a year as usual- 
ly the opposite problem occured, that the 
artery In the. neck became blocked with 
fatty material. 


Because of my great concern, would 


you please tell me If there Is any cure 
for this condition, such as strcnthcning of 
the walls of the artery to make it stay its 
normal size. 


Dear Reader — Yes, you have a fairly 


uncommon condition. For the benefit of 
other readers, a carotid artery is one of 
the main arteries In the neck along the 
side of the windpipe. An aneurysm 
means that a sac-like dilation has ex- 
tended off the artery. This kind of 
change occurs In an artery when it loses 
its normal elasticity and balloons out 
somewhat like a rubber balloon that's 
been overstretched, or the ballooned out 
area that can develop on an Innertubc. 


The usual danger from an aneurysm is 


that It might enlarge too much and ac- 
tually rupture. This Is true regardless of 
where the aneurysm is located. If the 
nncurysmal sac is full of clotted blood, 
there Is danger of clot formation and ob- 
struction, but usually the real concern is 
the possibility of the artery involved. 


Carotid arteries can be operated on, 


this is true whether they are obstructed, 
preventing'blood flow to the brain, or if 
you have an aneurysm as you have de- 
scribed it.

SOMETIMES AN apparent aneurysm 


Is really a kinking of the artery associ- 
ated with the way it may be caught or 
directed around the muscles or other 
structures in the neck or just because the 
artery Is excessively long and it's kinked 
on itself. If that should be the case, the 
excessive length can merely be snipped 
out and the ends of the arteries sewed 
back together.'In any case, surgery can 
be done in these instances and It seems 
to me that what you really need Is a 
consultation from a cardiovascular sur- 
geon. 


I note from the address on your letter 


that there should be a cardiovascular 
surgeon located within a reasonable dis- 
tance of your home. The size and nature 
of the aneurysm you're describing can be 
outlined with special studies and X ray 
procedures. If your doctor has not al- 
ready done so, ask him to arrange for a 
consultation with a cardiovascular sur- 
geon. 


It's possible that your condition can be 


corrected without too much difficulty. I 
must add that not all carotid surgery is 
simple and without complications, but in 
many instances there are special surgi- 
cal procedures which can be done for the 
problem.

•Dyke shows In store for them. 
• In the scries thus fnr he has portrayed 
i television talk show host living and 


working In Arizona. In fact, the series 
was done basically In Arizona, near Van 
Dyke's home there. 


NO MORE. IN the new season, the lo- 


cale shifts from Arizona to Hollywood. 
As CBS-TV summarizes Van Dyke's situ- 
ation, he and his wife In the show (Hope 
Langc) "have moved to California so he 
can pursue an acting career."

trier to befriend a black couple when 
they'move into n white neighborhood. 


"TUB GUY I play Is named Charlie 


Wilson." Mosak said In a voice that 
\Toutd pulverize boulders. "He's finished 
two years of high school and Is the shop 
steward where he works. Mis favorite 
athlete Is Vlda Blue. 


"Suddenly the house next door is 


taught by a black couple. He's good 
hearted but with childlike ignorance he 
goes overboard trying not to dis- 
criminate against the new neighbors." 


Masak is aware the premise begins to

several reasons. First, it allows him to 
display, in just the right context, the 
very talents he has, which include a 
droll, balanced and keen attitude toward 
the performing profession. 


Second, It allows Carl Reiner, who has 


taken over as producer, to operate in a 
substantial way — in comedy material 
and tone — In the Hollywood show busi- 
ness milieu he knows so thoroughly and 
sees with such amusing discernment. 


SO THE VAY DYKE series has some 


natural assets that will flow into Its new 
format. And CBS-TV hopes the comedian 
will thus win back the top ratings and 
acclaim that were his In his old, highly 
successful weekly situation comedy with 
Mary Tyler Moore. 


Miss Moore, of course, has become a 


big ratings winner for CBS-TV In her 
comeback comedy series, which is part 
of the network's potent Saturday night 
lineup. 


AND CBS-TV, which almost buried Van 


Dyke this past season by giving him 
rough time slots in Its Sunday lineup, is 
shifting him to Mondays, where he will 
follow two hit shows, "Gunsmokc" and 
"Here's Lucy," and precede another rat- 
ings winner, "Medical Center." 


He will still have to face the com- 


petition of ABC-TV's prime time pro foot- 
ball games and NBC-TV's movies, and 
it's possible they will do him In. But if 
the Van Dyke series does run into rat- 
ings trouble again, it won't be for lack of 
a solid basic idea and top-flight talent to 
execute it.

Round coin-ingot should steadily increase in value 


Following the removal of silver from 


our circulating currency in the mld-'60s, 
public consumption of the precious metal 
became increasingly noticeable. Espe- 
cially in the numismatic industry. With 
the unrestricted availability of silver, 
"private mints" cropped up all over the 
country. At one time over 30 different 
firms incorporated the term mint in their 
company name. 


Today that number has decreased con- 


siderably but there are still a few with- 
out so much as a vault in which to store 
their products. Their minting facilities 
are limited to their letterheads. 


Fortunately, some of the more re- 


liable minting houses are among those 
doing the most for collectors and dealers 
In Ingots and medals. The lunch-bucket 
operators are fast falling by the wayside 
and I doubt that there will be more than 
five "mints" in existence by the end of 
1974. 


The pressure Is too great. Either they 


produce a good logical collectors item or 
they continue to produce junk and suffer 
the consequences. In a majority of cases 
most of the medals and ingots offered 
today are nothing more than junk. 


ONE OF THE top five private mints in 


the country Is the Leltcher Mint of Lan- 
caster, Calif. Here the first "two-color" 
medal was created with a 24-karat gold 
image fused with a .999 pure silver med- 
al. The Paul Revere Medal. 


Their 
second two-color

came with the Minerva Thirty-five dollar 
coin in which the helmetcd head of Min- 
erva was of 24-karat pure gold in a solid

weight crudely stamped on the top sur- 
face. 


ONE TO THREE ounce Ingots in the 


bar shape have been cast and-or struck 
with pictorial surfaces depicting some 
well-known historical scene or the profile 
of a famous person but these pieces sell 
for much more than their intrinsic values 


and as an investment commodity they 
lack potential. 


The Leltcher coin-ingot on the other 


hand, is intended for just that purpose. 
Investment. It makes an ideal personal 
gift that can only increase in value over 
the years. 


Because of this unusual value increas- 


ing phenomenon, banks deem it a logical 
giveaway for new accounts and deposits, 
and employers find it the 
perfect 


"bonus" for job suggestions and employe 
performance. 


While I am sure these ingots may be 


secured in lesser quantities, the informa- 
tion available at this time indicates 1,000 
pieces would cost 75 cents apiece over 
the day's spot price of silver; 10,000 
would run approximately 45 cents over 
the spot price of .999 fine silver on the 
day of purchase, and 50,000 would cost 27 


cents over the spot price of silver.

One way to beat high cost of living 


by MONICA WILCII 


For Chlcngo consumers, the answer to 


tho rapidly shrinking buying power of 
tltc dollar may not bo "Phase IV," but 
an organization called American Buyers 
Federation. 


Whatever "game plan" President Nix- 


on comes up with next in attempting to 
salvage the economy, It will have to go 
some to beat ABF In providing Imme- 
diate and direct relief to tho consumer's 
pockclbook. 


Founded In 1967 by Chicagoan Richard 


A. Alforcl, ABF Is a mass merchandising 
program that offers to its members dis- 
counts of 10 to SO per cent on a wide 
range of products, from food, cosmetics 
nnd drugs to clothing, furniture and au- 
tomobiles, as well as on services such as 
hotels, car rental, and vacation tours. 


Previously available only to groups, 


such as employes of a company, labor 
unions, and professional or civic organi- 
zations, ABF recently opcnod its mem- 
bership to the general public. 


The basic operating procedure of ABF 


Is quite simple: the organization sends 
Its members to participating merchants 
who, in return for tho Increased custom- 
er volume, offer discount prices to ABF 
members. 


THE MERCHANTS who arc signed up 


by ABF arc, according to Alford, "vol- 
ume-mlndod, honest and reliable." If 
they prove to be otherwise, they arc can- 
celled. 


"We try to negotiate any complaints 


between sellers and consumers," Alford 
added. "We check out each merchant 
with tho Better Business Bureau and 
through our own Investigations before ac- 
cepting him. We then offer follow-up pro- 
tection to the consumer — we have the 
power to tell a dealer to refund a deposit 
or whatever," Alford said. 


In addition, ho explained, tho ABF 


membership Itself is guaranteed. If a 


consumer Joins and then is dissatisfied 
with the program, his membership fee 
will be refunded. Or, If a consumer 
shows that he could have purchased a 
particular item for less in another store 
than through the ABF dealer, Alford 
sold, "we'll give him the difference." 


"Some people drive a great distance 


Just to go to our dealers," Alford noted, 
although ABF now boasts more than 350 
participating merchants In the Chicago 
area. In the Northwest suburbs, ABF 
dealers Include art galleries, a bedding 
store, men's and women's clothing shops, 
a cosmetics salon, fabric stores, an office 
supply store, a shoe store and a stereo 
center. 


IN OTHER SUBURBS and Chicago, 


ABF dealers offer discount prices on gro- 
ceries through a wholesaler on Elson Av- 
enue, tires, auto parts, diamonds, furs, 
hardware, building and home decorating 
materials, sporting goods, as well as on 
dry cleaning and flowers. 


Alford has recently added several 


unique services, including a family blood 
insurance plan, a consumer information 
publication, and a mail order catalogue 
for drugs. The latter, Alford explained, Is 
especially useful to persons taking par- 
ticular medications over long periods of 
time. They can order ahead In large 
quantities, with significant savings over 
many pharmacy prices. 


Tho only product area Alford has not 


yet been able to include in his discount 
program, he said, is meat. But he is 
"working on that" and hopes to make 
arrangements with an institutional sup- 
plier to offer meat discounts to ABF 
members. 


WHY WOULD A consumer want to Join 


ABF rather than, say, patronize tradi- 
tional discount stores, or Join a member- 
ship discount store? 


ABF, Alford replies, offers more prod- 


ucts and services than any of these al- 


ternatives. Like, for instance, cars. ABF 
began as a volume-discount merchandi- 
ser of automobiles. Through participat- 
ing car dealers, ABF offers its members 
the chance to buy the car of their choice 
at $100 over dealer's cost. Members can 
also get "car-quote" containing the 
sticker price and the dealer's cost for a 
particular car and for each option. 


The car discount offer seems to remain 


the biggest drawing card of ABF. In an 
informal poll of area teachers, who are 
eligible to use the ABF program because 
it is sponsored for them by the IHlinols 
Education Associaton, most of them told 
The Herald they or their friends had 
used ABF to buy cars. 


Charles Meyers, a teacher at Grove Ju- 


nior High School in Elk Grove Village, 
who Is the IEA representative handling 
the ABF program at that school, said a 
number of teachers there have pur- 
chased cars through ABF dealers. 


HE SAID THEY got the cars for about 


$100 over dealer's cost, with the options 
they wanted, and all have been "very 
happy" with the transactions. 


According to Larry Halter of the Pala- 


tine office of 1EA, the ABF program has 
been well received by teachers in the 
area and, he added, "I think this will be 
a good year for it." 


"In my own experience — it's been a 


savings for me," he said. 


Attesting to the success of the pro- 


gram, Alford keeps files full of letters 
from members, merchants and sponsors 
telling of their savings or increased busi- 
ness, as the case may be. 


He also can claim more than 1,000 new 


members joining every week and more 
than 1,000 Chlcagoans using the vacation 
program.

At Joshua Tree women bring their children to work

REDONDO BEACH. Cnllf. - In the 


apparel manufacturing business, it's a 
fnct of life that the high employe turn- 
over rate is caused by transferred hus- 
bands, sick children and a dearth of ba- 
bysitters. 


Jothua Tree, California maker of wom- 


en's dresses nnd sportswear, decided to 
keep Its workers on the job by letting 
them bring their children olonj;. 


Opened lust September, Joshua Tree is 


one of only 11 on-sltc, Industry-financed 
day care centers in the United States. 


"I've been In this business for 20 


years," explained Bernard Grencll, pres- 
ident of Joshua Tree, "and without any 
fancy surveys, I know that the primary 
reasons for turnover and absenteeism 
arc sick kids, lost babysitters, or the fact 
Hint he's been transferred. 


"I lived with it. In fact. I used to fanta- 


size about what on earth we would do If 
my wife had to work. Who would tnko 
care of our kids? Luckily, I have the op- 
tion of saying my wife won't work, but 
must of our people don't." 


FOR YEARS GRENELL had thought 


it would be a good Idea to maintain a 
day care center at his factory, but he 
novcr thought he could afford to do it. 


Then, 28 months ago, he found himself 


Kith 4,000 square feet of extra space at 
his Gnrdcna factory and decided to give 
II a try. 


"We're a people-oriented company, 


and the employes had a problem which I 
identified with as a father. I saw it as a 
way of helping them and helping our- 
selves," he sold. 


Ho spent $30,000 renovating an area for 


the center — Installing sliding glass 
doors In poured cement walls to meet a 
state requirement — and adding potties 
and a ploy yard with sandpilcs. 


Tho head dress designer personally 


painted a rainbow, a hippopotamus and 
the ABC's on the walls of the sunny play- 
room, and Grcnell himself picked out the 
playground equipment. 


So far, only about five per cent of Gre- 


noil's employes are taking advantage of 
Joshua Tree, but he says It is attracting 
new Job applicants in women who need 


to work but have no satisfactory day 
care arrangements. 


YOUNGSTERS from two to six attend, 


and there are plans to expand during 
school summer vacation by operating a 
day camp for older children, offering 
swimming lessons and crafts at a nearby 
public park. 


The center is open to the children of 


male employes as well as the women, 
and two fathers are making use of it. 
One man brings his son along to work 
twice a week while his stewardess wife 
flics, and another man enrolled his child 
during a family crisis which kept his 
wife away from home attending to a hos- 
pitalized child. 


Run by an experienced director and a 


couple of young assistants, the center 
opens at 6:50 a.m. six days a week and 
closes when the last child has been pick- 
ed up In the evening, usually around 6 
o'clock. 


Breakfast, lunch and a snack are serv- 


ed, cooked by the teachers In the cen- 
ter's small kitchen, and the youngsters 
take a three-hour afternoon nap on 


bright blue folding cots. 


MOTHERS POP In during their coffee 


breaks and many take their children on 
short outings during the lunch hour. 
When a child Is sick, the mothers run in 
from time to time throughout the day to • 
give medication and to check on them. 


"The kids seem to understand that 


Mother is on the other side of that door 
and she's working," Grencll observed. 


"It's a far different thing from Moth- 


er's going away and leaving me." 


Employes are charged $2.60 for each 


day the children attend. The company 
picks up the remaining 6') per cent of the 
cost.. 
'" "11 'costs us from $20.000 to $30,000 a 
year before taxes, and from $10,000 to 
$12,000 a year after taxes," Grenell says. 


' Most of that Is in the teachers' sala- 


ries. The rent Is fixed and the food is 


$100 or so a month. 


"We can well afford it. We spend a lot 


more on other employe benefits," Gre- 
ncll said. 


"I think there's a real need in terms of 


the parent, and In time this is going to be 
a real benefit to the company. It's not a 
burden. It's something we think is worth- 
while. It's something we'd like to encour- 
age throughout the Industry."

Tests by the U.S. Department of Trans- 


portntlon will determine ratings to be 
given in each of the three categories.

A dash will be used to indicate trac- 
tion less than 90 per cent of control tires. 


High speed performance will be graded 


"A," "B" and "C," with "A" denoting 
best performance — up to 105 mph with- 
out separating from heat; B — durability 
up to OS mph, C — 85 mph, the minimum 
level meeting federal safety standards. 


Such uniform standards for tires were 


originally required in the Highway Safe- 
ty Act of 1066, which gave the govern- 
ment two years to come up with a grad- 
ing system. 


Whllo consumers await the tardy fed- 


eral standards, there are several other 
points to keep in mind when buying 
tires: 


ALL U.S. TIRE sellers are required to 


record the tiro number, name and ad- 
dress of purchaser, and send the infor- 
mation to the manufacturer, in case of 
recall. But only about 50 per cent of tires 
sold are so registered. 


"Blemished" tires — ones with a pure- 


ly cosmetic imperfection — are marked 
and sold at reduced prices. But some 
dealers buff off the mark and sell them 
at the price of perfect tires. 


The FTC prohibits tiro guarantees that 


cannot be fulfilled. Thus, a tread-life 
guarantee should be backed up by test 


data. If the dealer cannot produce such 
proof, the guarantee may be just a come- 
on. Mileage guarantees are almost cer- 
tainly Invalid, since mileage depends on 
road conditions and driving habits. 


• • • 


PREDICTIONS ARE that consumers 


will soon be bombarded by promotional 
sweepstakes again, due to a recent Fed- 
eral Trade Commission ruling In a case 
I n v o l v i n g the McDonald hamburger 
chain. 


The FTC dismissed charges against 


McDonald's that a 1968 sweepstakes was 
deceptive. McDonald's had advertised 
1500,000 in prizes, but awarded only 227 
prizes worth about 112,000. 


Congressional hearings on the matter 


of sweepstakes about three yean ago 
had turned up evidence that In hundreds 
of sweepstakes, only small fractions of 
the number of prizes advertised were ac- 
tually given away, and usually the least 
valuable. 


One company advertised 10,180 prizes 


but awarded only 109,107 of which were 
fourth-place prizes of minimal value. An- 
other company promoted 18 sweepstakes 
during two years and gave away only 
three-tenths of one per cent of the prizes 
advertised. 


FOLLOWING THESE hearings, the 


FTC began to move against such decep- 
tion in sweepstakes, greatly reducing 
their number and improving the chances 
for actually receiving a prize. 


But the latest decision is seen as a step 


backward. Although the FTC insisted Its 
ruling was not meant to bring back dis- 
honest sweepstakes, a legislative aide 
who worked on the Congressional hear- 
ings said the accomplishments of the 
committee have been undone and pre- 
dicted "a great proliferation" of sweep- 
stakes again.

Weeds? In my garden? The next smart 


nice who traipses over to my house and 
comments about all the weeds In the gar- 
den Is going to get run out of town. 


Yesterday the sheriff came ovor and 


dared 
to utter that unmentionable 


phrase: "Why don't you weed?" 


Ten minutes later my husband was on 


my back, noting that tho sheriff — who 
doesn't garden — noticed the unruly 
sprouts. 


That's just tho trouble. Everybody Is 


giving advice nowadays. Even to tho 
people who make their living giving ad- 
vice. 


Don't these people realize that there is 


no such thing as a weed? Only misplaced 
natural things? Some say a weed Is a 
plant that grows where you don't want It 
to grow! The only difference between a 
weed and a wlldflowor is that the weed 
grows on disturbed ground. You never 
find a dandelion patch in tho middle of a 
virgin forest, or a trlllium on tho front 
lawn. 


WE MUST EXPECT weeds In culti- 


vated ground, and live with the fact that 
they will always be with us. Why, who 
ever heard of weeding before tho 4th of 
July? I assert my Independence that I 
am not n slave to a weed-free garden! I 
can always smother, sytho or pluck 
whenever tho mood strikes me. When tho 
weeds compote for water, sun or strangle 
my peas — then I will turn to serious 
weeding. 


Meanwhile, think of tho service that 


weeds perform: they lend a spot of green 
to the garden long before anything else Is 
growing, they hide young vegetables so 
tho rabbits don't got them, and shade

seedlings so they don't get sunburn. Be- 
sides, they have historical value as cath- 
n r 11 c s, carminatives, contraceptives, 
etc., in folk therapy. 


A HANDSOME lawyer friend (new 


gardening recruit) commented to me on 
tho voluminous amount of gardening 
m 1 s a d v 1 c c being circulated. When 
pressed, ho revealed that he'd been told 
that it was perfectly satisfactory to 
smother sod with dirt and plant B garden 
in it. Only when his seedlings straggled 
through the tough sod roots and lang- 
uished did he realize it can't be done that 
way. 


He also mentioned that his tomato 


plants were leggy and slender-stemmed 
until an old-pro neighbor told him about 
tho "pinching suckers" bit. (This means 
plucking off shoots that sprout In the 
joint of a main branch.) 


Ho also never knew that smoking ciga- 


rettes In the tomato patch Invites a fun- 
gus amongus. 


Straggly tomato seedlings will get a 


big boost if you bury them almost to the 
depth of half their stem or more. The use 
of metal stakes instead of wood stakes 
for tomato plant support is another Im- 
portant crop booster. It's used by the or- 
ganic gardeners and called electro-cul- 
ture. 


TO BOOST yields on snap beans (the 


word green beans is passe), lay clear 
plastic between the rows. The University 
of Wisconsin has done research on the 
clear plastic and now recommends it In 
its vegetable growing pamphlets. 


One last tip: Water cucumbers during 


tho warmest part of the day. Throwing 
.ice cold water on cukes is the surest way 
to hold them back. 


t line9 helps parents 
Most child abuse result of stress 


BERKELEY, Calif — The parent who 


fears uncontrollable anger may lead to 
beating up his or her own child can get 
help In Berkeley by dialing a telephone 
aid service. 


It is the Parental Stress Service, a 


group recently formed to help battered 
children and their parents. You can dis- 
cuss the crisis, and perhaps be put in 
touch with a sympathetic volunteer. 


The service is an experiment aimed 


not only at the problem of battered chil- 
dren — some experts believe 50,000 an- 
nually die at their parents' hands — but 
at a vast number of parents whose wal- 
lopings end just short of real physical 
damage. 


"To me, abuse runs the gamut from 


psychological neglect and verbal assaults 
to actual battering," said Carol John- 
ston, founder-director of the service. "If 
people are honest, they will admit they 
sometimes abuse their children." 


"Every parent is a potential abuser. 


What can stop him is seeing the child as 
a person with his own rights." 


Mrs. Johnston believes 90 per cent of 


people who abuse their children are nor- 
mal. Only 10 per cent of seriously abused 
children have parents who are mentally 
ill, she said. 


Abusing parents, she added, aren't 


monsters but basically good people under 
great stress who finally crack, often be- 
cause of some trivial Incident. 


"I consider myself an abusing parent, 


and that's how I got into this," she said. 
"I do not trust myself. Sometimes I have 
no empathy to stop me from hurting 
Danny. 


"Now I can say, Danny, get out of 


here, and he will leave. He knows what

is coming." 


Danny Is eight, and Mrs. Johnston con- 


fesses to an occasional sudden desire "to 
ram him through something," "to kill 
him." 


Mrs. Johnston, 34, Is a divorcee who 


quit teaching at Moses Lake, Wash., to 
take a master's degree at the University 
of California. 


After work at the San Francisco Youth 


Guidance Center, she obtained a state 
grant of $15,000 to set up the Parental 
Stress Service. Additional money has 
been contributed by churches, and the 
state grant has been renewed for a sec- 
ond year. 


The service takes calls seven days a 


week, 24 hours a day. Calls are handled 
by Mrs. Johnston, the only full-time 
worker, and 19 volunteers. 


About a third of callers don't give their 


names, but the same voices keep calling 
back. Volunteers who have taken a train- 
ing course, take calls and often visit 
homes, when invited. 


Some parents phone after having let 


loose all their frustrations by trouncing 
their child. Others learn to call when 
they feel violence coming on. 


Half the cases involve children under 


five, and 90 per cent of the callers are 
women. 


A common factor Is isolation, and 


women are more likely to feel isolated. 
Another common factor is that the par- 


ent herself was abused as a child, and 
knows no other mode of child raising. 


"The abusing parent never really had 


his or her own needs met," Mrs. Johnson 
said. "The parent is not really striking 
out at the child. A role reversal takes 
place, and he Is actually striking out at 
his own parents." 


National studies show that of children 


actually injured, most are three or un- 
der. The most severely injured are under 
six months. 


"It would be a great benefit for the 


country If we had family life and positive 
parenting classes in the schools, starting 
with kindergarten," Mrs. Johnston said. 
"It's more important than sex educa- 
tion." 


"A lot of people, especially teen-agers, 


aren't prepared to be parents. Girls 


pull their doll by the leg, or throw It on 
the floor, and think it's okay." 


The women's liberation movement, sho 


said, is spreading the realization that 
parenting is no bed of roses, and making 
it easier to say, "I hate this damn kid 
today." 


"That doesn't make you a bad mother. 


And it's easier now to find alternatives 
for mothers who are fed up." 


Mrs. Johnston regards as the service's 


failures those people who don't call back. 
Typical successes are mothers who find' 
a volunteer a friend, somebody who 
cares for her. 


Well wishers often call the service, 


Mrs. Johnston said, to say, "I wish you 
have had been here years ago when I 
was a beginning parent."

The Scandinavians have a word for it — 


smorgasbord. Traditionally, it was a spread 
of hot and cold appetizers. But today's 
more general interpretation is a meal of 
various meat, fish and salad dishes served 
buffet style. 


The assets of a summer smorgasbord are 


many — the foods are universally 
appealing and all can be fixed ahead 
allowing the hostess to keep a cool head 
in warm weather. Also, many of the dishes 
are available in jars and cans so the flexible 
menu can be expanded as the budget 
permits. 


The smorgasbord shown here begins 


with Midnight Sun Salads — "rafts" of 
western iceberg lettuce, one adorned with 
tiny shrimp, cucumber slices and 
asparagus spears; the other carrying a 
cargo of red caviar nestled in a green 
pepper ring. A simple oil and vinegar 
dressing spiked with Worcestershire sauce 
is just the right complement to either 
salad. 


The baked Apricot-Mustard Glazed Ham 


starts with a canned ham that's basted with 
a sweet-tart mixture of apricot preserves 
and mustard. Garnished with apricots, it's 
an elegant looking dish that belies its 
simplicty. 


Potato salad, that favorite 


accompaniment to ham, is here given a 
Scandinavian accent with the addition of 
peas, cucumber and dill weed. This jelled 
version, chilled in an attractive mold, is a 
stunning centerpiece that's also delicious. 


Tivoli Tea, inspired by the winter-time 


hot glogg drink of Scandinavia, is a tangy 
summer cooler. 


In the Scandinavian manner, serve fresh 


fruit and cheese for dessert — it's 
agreeably light and suitably colorful.. 


MIDNIGHT SUN 


APPETIZER-SALADS 


2 /leads western Iceberg lettuce 


Tiny cooked shrimp 
Cucumber slices 
Asparagus spears 
Red caviar 
Green pepper rings 
Lemon slices

To prepare rafts, core, rinse and thoroughly 


drain lettuce; chill in disposable plastic bag or 
lettuce "crisp-it."

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Salmon Salads 


Meat usually has priority on the bar- 


becue grate, but vegetables deserve 
space too. 


Roasted corn and potatoes are favor- 


ites and there arc many ways of cooking 
these standbys. However, there are 
many fine ways of cooking other vege- 
tables outdoors. 


A (oil package can be your saucepan 


on the grill and hold all kinds of vege- 
tables, fresh or frozen. 


For a completely potlcss method, place 


— directly on a greased grill above coals 
— thick slices of tomato, mushroom, pep- 
per and/or parboiled onion. Cover with 
an Inverted colander and cook until ten- 
der. 


Hero are two simple methods to pre- 


pare poatotcs on the grill. 


POTATOTES roasted over the coals: 


Scrub potatoes, dry, rub with a little but- 
ter, margarine or bacon fat. Wrap in 
aluminum foil. Place on grill over mod- 
erate fire and roast about one hour for 
medium-sized potatoes. Or place around 
outer edge of grill and allow slightly 
longer. If space Is tight, place potatoes 
around outer edge of fire, right on the 
coals about 45 to 60 minutes. Turn two or 
three times. Pierce through foil with fork 
to test doneness. or squeeze with fingers 
protected by gloves. To serve, silt foil, 
squeeze slightly to fluff up centers, top 
with butter. 


Sour cream and chives, cottage cheese 


and crumbled bacon are also good with 
roasted potatoes. 


PATIO POTATOES: Prepare potatoes 


as for French fries, or use frozen French 
fries. Place enough to serve the crowd In 
center of large square of heavy duty foil. 


Add minced onion, salt and pepper, snips 
of fresh dill or a sprinkling of the dried, 
and dot with butter. (Use less butter for 
frozen fries.) Close package loosely and 
place over a medium fire. Cook 30 to 40 
minutes for fresh, about 25 minutes for 
frozen potatoes. To serve, turn back foil 
and place package In a serving basket. 
The potatoes will brown slightly through 
the foil. 


To cook whole onions select medium to 


large white or yellow ones. Rinse, leave 
skins on, then place each on a square of 
heavy duty foil. Bring corners up over 
onions and twist together at top. Place 
on grill over medium fire and cook about 
40 minutes. Open foil. Skin will push 
back easily. Add butter, salt and pepper. 


ZUCCHINI. TOMATOES and onions 


are a vegetable combination which can 
also be cooked In foil on the grill. Slice 
zucchini, cut peeled tomatoes in quarters 
and slice onions very thin. Combine 
enough for the number of people to be 
served on a large square of heavy duty 
foil. Season with salt, pepper, a few snips 
of garlic and basil. Dot with butter or 
margarine. Bring foil over vegetables 
and seal to make a tight package. Place 
on grill over medium-fire about 30 min- 
utes, turning once. This is also good 
made with summer squash. 


Olllcd summer squash can be prepared 


by sUcing tender young squash In half- 
Inch slices. Slice an onion very thin. Ar- 
range squash and onion slices in center 
of a square of foil. Season with salt, pep- 
per and snips of fresh dill or a generous 
sprinkling of the dried. Dot with butter. 
Seal package and cook over moderate 
heat, shaking occasionally, about 25 min- 
utes.

Waiting for the U.S. Mail 


by BARRY SIGALE 


Here is a mathematical problem to 


chew on along with that high-priced roast 
beef sandwich and costly glass of milk. 


If more than 5 per cent of the popu- 


lation is not receiving its first class mail 
on time and literally thousands of per- 
sons are complaining of incredibly slow 
delivery, then why is It the U.S. Postal 
Service Is Intending to raise the cost of 
mailing a letter to 10 cents? 


Before hearing the answer you better 


swallow first. You'd think that most of 
the estimated $1 billion raised would 
cover the cost of improving services, 
right? Apparently that's wrong. 


ACCORDING TO Postmaster General 


E. T. Klassen, the newly independent 
postal service probably will ask the Post- 
al Rate Commission In September for 


permission to raise the price of the 8 
cent stamp to 10 cents beginning next 
year. 


The money, said Klassen, primarily 


would be used to meet the rise in labor 
costs, which means meeting the needs of 
postal workers who have negotiated big- 
ger and better wage and benefit con- 
tracts the last few years. 


Since the new revenue would probably 


have little effect on productivity it is as- 
sumed the public Is. going to be paying a 
lot more than they are now with nothing 
gained in return. Nothing, that is, unless 
you work for the two-year-old postal ser- 
vice. 


Standing in the way of this latest move 


by the highly controversial postal service 
is the U.S. Congress, armed with the ap- 
proval of their beleaguered constituents, 


to head off additional price increases of 
any kind. 


One of the most outspoken congress- 


men is U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-10th 
"Mr. Conservative," who has always 
fought for his idea that private industry 
can do a better job in areas where gov- 
ernment is foundering. And the postal 
service, according to Crane and others, 
is foundering badly. 


CITING THE fact that the 2 cent boost 


would be an increase of 25 per cent or 66 
per cent over the last three years, a vio- 
lation of the wage-price guidelines, 
Crane said: 


"Such an increase would be uncon- 


scionable at a time when the federal 
government is imposing severe restric- 
tions upon price increases in the private 
sector. It is incredible that the federal 


government itself should seriously be 
contemplating a 25 per cent price in- 
crease in a service vital to commu- 
nications within our country. 


"An Increase in first class mail rates 


from 6 cents to 10 cents in three years," 
added Crane, "is hardly a record in 
which our government can be proud. It 
dwarfs the meat price increases which 
have recently been the topic of such de- 
bate." 


Then Crane added what will amount to 


be the knockout blow if he has his way: . 


"It is clear that something is funda- 


mentally wrong with the postal service 
when American citizens must pay more 
and more for less and less. The source of 
the trouble, of course, is the monopoly .. 
. in this case a government monopoly on

Flood basin plan 
will go ahead 
despite cutback

Plans for n five-acre retention basin In 


the Arlington Country Club apparently 
will not be seriously affected despite the 
fuel Hint the Illinois General Assembly 
has fulled to provide the needed $30,000 
for the project. 


A bill allocating funds for improve- 


ment* to the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch was trimmed 
from 


$150,000 to $23,000 before passage by the 
House in the final days of its legislative 
session. 


The bill as originally introduced would 


have provided $50,000 for the retention 
basin and $100,000 for needed channel im- 
provements along the creek. 


THE JM.ooo approved by the state will 


leave finances for the retention basin 
$25,000 short of the estimated $230,000 
needed for the project. It will also mean 
needed channel improvements will have 
to be delayed until more funds are avail* 
able. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Don Lar- 


son said ho was disappointed that the full 
$150,000 was not approved. He said, how- 
ever, the reduced appropriation would 
not force the project to be dropped. 


Larson said it is possible that the esti- 


mated cost of the basin will exceed its 
actual cost. Ho sold ho expected bids for 
the project to be considerably lower than 
the estimated figure because of recent 
cutbacks in construction contracts. 


"Contractors arc cutting their esti- 


mates," Larson said. "They are keeping 
their bids pretty close to cost so they can 
keep their crews together." 


HI-: SAID If the bids on the contracts 


ore less than the estimated figure, the 
money pledged by the village, state and 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
may bo sufficient to finance the project. 


Larson said that even if the bids arc

not lower than the estimated figure, 
money would be available cither from 
the state motor fuel tax funds, the vil- 
lage or the MSD. 


"For us, it's just a matter of taking 


other funds that arc needed for the proj- 
ect, but that's just because this project 
has such a high priority," he said. "The 
economics are there to justify the in- 
creased cost for the village part of it." 


Larson said construction of the basin 


will probably reduce the need for chan- 
nel improvements along the creek. "We 
will be putting together another proposal 
for the channelization of the creek, and 
wo would probably do this with the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling," he said. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt said 


previously he expected opposition to the 
$150,000 appropriation. He said the gover- 
nor had only allocated $25,000 for Buffalo 
Creek in his budget, and therefore felt 
this would be tho amount finally ap- 
proved. 


Rep. John Porter, R-Evanston, House 


sponsor of tho bill, had also Indicated 
that cither the legislature or the gover- 
nor might trim the appropriation to 
$25,000. 


Porter was unavailable to comment on 


why the bill was reduced to one-sixth its 
original amount when it came before the 
House. 


Construction on the retention lake in 


the Arlington Country Club is scheduled 
to begin in October. An agreement was 
reached in May with the owners of the 
golf course and Buffalo Grove to allow 
construction. 


The retention lake will have a capacity 


for 16 million gallons of water. It is de- 
signed to alleviate flooding in the White 
Pine Ditch, Buffalo Creek and the Wheel- 
ing Drainage Ditch.

scheduled to be working sometime in 
September. 


Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo 


Grove, Arlington Heights and portions of 


unincorporated Prospect Heights. 


Senne said the system, which is costing 


the district about $80,000 to install, con- 
sists of sensors to be placed in each 
building and monitored by a computer in 
the Dist. 21 administration building, 999 
W. Dundee Rd. in Wheeling. 


The sensors will detect heat, motion 


within the buildings and foul-ups in the 
heating systems. The problems will be 
relayed to the central computer by elec- 


tronic impulses, triggering alarms in the 
operations office where the console is set 
up. 


DEPENDING ON the problem, whoev- 


er is on'duty at the central computer will 
contact /the fire department, police or 
maintenance staff to correct the trouble. 
During the day, the computer will be op- 
crated by Senne and his assistants in the 
operations office. Custodians will run it

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Environmental panel 
votes no to sled hill

The Idon of a sledding hill In the 


White Pino area has been voted down by 
tho Buffalo Grovo Environmental Control 
Commission. 


By a 6-1 vote Tuesday night the com-

Resident-builder 
meeting produces 
no solutions

A meeting between residents of Hoben 


Lano and Hollywood Builders ended 
without solving any of the problems 
caused by the developers' plans to close 
the old gravel road. 


Tho meeting was called after residents 


learned that the developers of Chelsea 
Cove on McHcnry Road planned to close 
their road to build more townhomes. If 
the road Is closed, residents will lose 
their only access to public roads and be- 
come virtually landlocked. 


Attorney Charles Salzman, represent- 


ing Hollywood Builders, said Monday 
that his firm had thought all of tho Ha- 
ben Lano residents would have access to 
public roads from the rear of their prop- 
erty onto \Vhipplctrce Road. 


Whlpplotrce Road, however, Is a pri- 


vate road of Whipplotrce Village, and 
therefore Is not open to use by the four 
families on Habcn Lane. Moreover, tho 
residents said they did not want to build 
now drives to tho rear of their property 
when they already have a road in front 
of their homes. 


SAL/MAN TOLD tho residents that 


their position would cause serious prob- 
lems for his company. "If you were to 
keep your rood, it would cause serious 
financial hardships," ho said. "We'd ci- 
ther have to move this or make a new

The attorney suggested that the resi- 


dents check with the Whlpplctrcc Village 
owner to see If ho would grant them the 
right to use his road.

Traffic study group seeks to 'stay a step ahead91

Growing suburbs mean more people, 


moro Industry and always more traffic. 
Keeping up with the growing traffic 
needs Involves the hairy problem of try- 
Ing to stay one step ahead of the times. 


Tho Chicago Area Traffic Study, the 


agency primarily responsible for long- 
range transportation planning In the Chi- 
cago mctropoolltan area, estimates a 40 
to 80 per cent increase in traffic volume 
in tho Wheeling and Buffalo Grovo area 
by 1995. Tho 40 per cent estimate as- 
sumes that no new freeways will be 
added to the area, while traffic volume 
may Increase by as much as 80 per cent 
If freeways arc developed. 


Beyond tho estimates for long-range in- 


creases in traffic volume, the decisions 
as to what roads must be Improved to 
accommodate growing needs falls into 
the hands of state, county and local offi- 
cials and arc based on a number of fac- 
tors. 


TALKING ABOUT the traffic demands 


need is indicated for It in the future, Lar- 
son said, "I like to feel that the village Is 
ahead of projected traffic needs now." 


Larson said that with the improve- 


ments that have been made on Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove roads, and 
with the widening of 111. Rte. 83 to four 
lanes, the village now has a good north- 
south transportation system. 


As far as the east-west system goes, 


tho village will begin the extension of 
Bush Road to Dcerfleld Road this fall. 
Bush Road will also bo widened to four 
lanes and may be further widened if a 
need is Indicated for it n the future, Lar- 
son said. 


RTE 22 IS A major thoroughfare for 


the village in tho north and Dundee 
Road, In the south, is now being widened 
and Improved and should bo completed 
by June, 1974. 


Although Larson said Dundee Road will 


still be "heavily congested" even after 
tho Improvements are completed, ho said 
If Lake Cook Road is extended through 
tho village to Rand Road it should help 
to relieve some of the traffic. 


"With those four major roads the vil- 


lage should have a good east-west road 
system," he said. 


However, Louis Qulnlan, of tho Cook 


County Department of Transportation 
says problems have developed with the 
extension of Lake-Cook Road. While the 
extension was originally scheduled to be- 
gin In 1974. Qulnlan said the county has 


had trouble obtaining the right of way 
for the extension in Highland Park and 
Deerficid. Thus, the extension may not 
begin until 1975 or 1976, he said. 


"DUNDEE ROAD will not become in- 


operative within the next five years. It 
only will become inoperative if there is 
not relief on Lake-Cook Road and hope- 
fully we'll get that In time," he said. 


Wheeling Is also looking to the exten- 


sion of Lake-Cook Road to provide some 
relief to traffic on Dundee, Village Mgr. 
George Passolt said. 


"We're having a real population ex- 


plosion out here and of course that 
causes problems for traffic," he said. 


Dundee Road is the major traffic prob- 


lem area in Wheeling, according tq 
Wheeling Police Lt. Ronald Nelson. Nel- 
son said that while the widening will help 
move tho flow of traffic on some parts of 
the road, many problems on Dundee- 
Road still will not be alleviated. 


Trustees, park 
board to meet 


The Wheeling Park District board will 


meet tonight with village trustees to dis- 
cuss flood control programs proposed by 
the village's consulting engineers in a 
new stormwater drainage report. 


The report Includes studies of the Heri- 


tage Park retention basins, Husky Park 
and the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. Rec- 
ommended improvements for each area 
include beautiflcation, preservation of 
trees and vegetation and bettor flood 
control. 


The discussion will begin at 7 p m. at 


tho park building at Heritage Park, 222 
S. Wolf Road. Regular board business 
will bo discussed starting at 8 p m. 


These include trouble spots where traf- 


fic turns on and off the road to get to 
business establishments. Nelson said al- 
though the problem Is being considered 
now, no real solutions have been pro- 
posed to correct it. 


McHcnry Road in the north part of the 


village is also a problem area, Nelson 
said. As developments are built near the 
road there are likely to be more children 
around and with the 55 miles per hour 
speed limits more accidents may result, 
he said. 


"WE'RE NEGOTIATING now to get 


school buses to pull into the subdivisions 


along there or to lower the speed limit," 
he said. 


"Schocnbeck and Dundee has also been 


a real thorn in our side," he said, adding 
that traffic lights are now scheduled for 
the intersection. 


The village is now extending and wid- 


ening Wheeling Road to provide another 
good crosstown road. While Nelson said 
Hintz Road was resurfaced there have 
been little or no traffic problems on it. 
Passolt foresees the eventual widening of 
it to accommodate heavier traffic de- 
mands. 


Passolt said the village will have to 


develop future accommodations for in- 
creased traffic flow as the problem areas 
become more defined. 


LARSON INDICATED that Buffalo 


Grove is also looking to other trans- 
portation systems to relieve traffic prob- 
lems. The village is now studying tho 
possibility of a bus service and is talking 
with the Sioux Railroad line about tho 
possibility of developing a commuter line 
for the village in the future. 


He said the village is planning to meet 


the anticipated needs of the community 
so that when they materialize, "we'll bo 
with them or ahead of them."

Besides trouble-shooting for problems 


within tho schools, the computer also has 
a brain of Its own that will Indicate prob- 
lems such as a power failure or difficulty 
In tho monitoring system itself.

"Over-all, I think tho district will save

SENNE SAID the motion sensors, de-

Here Is a mathematical problem to 


chew on along with that high-priced roast 
beef sandwich and costly glass of milk. 


If more than 5 per cent of the popu- 


lation is not receiving its first class mail 
on time and literally thousands of per- 
sons arc complaining of incredibly slow 
delivery, then why is it the U.S. Postal 
Service is intending to raise the cost of 
mailing a letter to 10 cents? 


Before hearing the answer you better 


swallow first. You'd think that most of 
the estimated $1 billion raised 
would 


cover the cost of improving services, 
right? Apparently that's wrong. 


ACCORDING TO Postmaster General 


E. T. Klassen, the newly independent 
postal service probably will ask the Post- 
al Rate Commission in September for 


permission to raise the price of the 8 
cent stamp to 10 cents beginning next 
year. 


The money, said Klassen, primarily 


would be used to meet the rise in labor 
costs, which means meeting the needs of 
postal workers who have negotiated big- 
ger and better wage and benefit con- 
tracts the last few years. 


Since the new revenue would probably 


have little effect on productivity it is as- 
sumed the public is going to be paying a 
lot more than they are now with nothing 
gained in return. Nothing, that is, unless 
you work for the two-year-old postal ser- 
vice. 


Standing in the way of this latest move 


by the highly controversial postal service 
is the U.S. Congress, armed with the ap- 
proval of their beleaguered constituents, 


to head off additional price increases of 
any kind. 


One of the most outspoken congress- 


men is U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-10th 
"Mr. Conservative," who has always 
fought for his idea that private industry 
can do a better job in areas where gov- 
ernment is foundering. And the postal 
service, according to Crane and others, 
Is foundering badly. 


CITING THE fact that the 2 cent boost 


would be an increase of 25 per cent or 66 
per cent over the last three years, a vio- 
lation of the wage-price guidelines, 
Crane said: 


"Such an increase would be uncon- 


scionable at a time when the federal 
government is Imposing severe restric- 
tions upon price increases In the private 
sector. It is incredible that the federal 


government itself should seriously be 
contemplating a 25 per cent price in- 
crease in a service vital to commu- 
nications within our country. 


"An Increase in first class mail rates 


from 6 cents to 10 cents in three years," 
added Crane, "is hardly a record in 
which our government can be proud. It 
dwarfs the meat price increases which 
have recently been the topic of such de- 
bate." 


Then Crane added what will amount to 


be the knockout blow if he has his way: 


"It is clear that something is funda-

Plant for a five-acre retention basin In 


the Arlington Country Club apparently 
will not bo seriously affected despite the 
fact that the Illinois General Assembly 
hits failed to provide the needed $50,000 
for the project. 


A bill allocating funds for improve- 


ment 5 to the Buffalo Crcck-Whecling 
Drainage 
Ditch 
was trimmed 
from 


$120,000 to $25,000 before passage by the 
House In the final days of Its legislative 
session. 


The bill as originally introduced would 


have provided $50,000 for the retention 
basin and $100,000 for needed channel im- 
provements along the creek. 


THE 325,000 approved by the state will 


leave finances for the retention basin 
$25,000 short of the estimated $230,000 
needed for the project. It will also mean 
needed channel improvements will have 
to bo delayed until more funds arc avail- 
able. 


Buffalo Grovo Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said ho was disappointed that the full 
$150,000 was not approved. Me sold, how- 
over, the reduced appropriation would 
not force the project to be dropped. 


Larson said It Is possible that the esti- 


mated cost of the basin will exceed its 
actual cost. Ho said ho expected bids for 
the project to bo considerably lower than 
the estimated figure because of recent 
cutbacks In construction contracts. 


"Contractors arc cutting their esti- 


mates," Larson said. "They are keeping 
their bids pretty close to cost so they can 
keep their crews together." 


HE SAID if tho bids on the contracts 


aro less than tho estimated figure, tho 
money pledged by tho village, state and 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
may bo sufficient to finance tho project. 


Larson said that even If the bids aro 


not lower than the estimated figure, 
money would be available cither from 
tho state motor fuel tax funds, the vil- 
lage or the MSD. 


"For us, It's just a matter of taking 


other funds that arc needed for the proj- 
ect, but that's just because this project 
has such a high priority," he said. "The 
economics aro there to justify the in- 
creased cost for the village part of It." 


Larson said construction of the basin 


will probably reduce the need for chan- 
nel Improvements along the creek. "Wo 
will be putting together another proposal 
for tho channelization of the creek, and 
we would probably do this with the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling," he said. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt said 


previously he expected opposition to tho 
$150,000 appropriation. Ho said the gover- 
nor had only allocated $25,000 for Buffalo 
Creek in his budget, and therefore felt 
this would be tho amount finally ap- 
proved.

If more than 5 per cent of the popu- 


lation is not receiving its first class mall 
on time and literally thousands of per- 
sons are complaining of incredibly slow 
delivery, then why is it the U.S. Postal 
Service is intending to raise the cost of 
mailing a letter to 10 cents? 


Before hearing the answer you better 


swallow first. You'd think that most of 
the estimated $1 billion raised would 
cover the cost of improving services, 
right? Apparently that's wrong. 


ACCORDING TO Postmaster General 


E. T. Klassen, the newly Independent 
postal service probably will ask the Post- 
al Rate Commission in September for 


permission to raise the price of the 8 
cent stamp to 10 cents beginning next 
year. 


The money, said Klassen, primarily 


would be used to meet the rise in labor 
costs, which means meeting the needs of 
postal workers who have negotiated big- 
ger and better wage and benefit con- 
tracts the last few years. 


Since the new revenue would probably 


have little effect on productivity it is as- 
sumed the public is going to be paying a 
lot more than they are now with nothing 
gained in return. Nothing, that is, unless 
you work for the two-year-old postal ser- 
vice. 


Standing in the way of this latest move 


by the highly controversial postal service 
is the U.S. Congress, armed with the ap- 
proval of their beleaguered constituents, 


to head off additional price increases of 
any kind. 


One of the most outspoken congress- 


men is U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-10th 
"Mr. Conservative," who has always 
fought for his idea that private industry 
can do a better job m areas where gov- 
ernment is foundering. And the postal 
service, according to Crane and others, 
is foundering badly. 


CITING THE fact that the 2 cent boost 


would be an increase of 25 per cent or b6 
per cent over the last three years, a vio- 
lation of the wage-price guidelines, 
Crane said: 


"Such an increase would be uncon- 


scionable at a time when the federal 
government is imposing severe restric- 
tions upon price increases in the private 
sector. It is incredible that the federal 


government itself should seriously be 
contemplating a 25 per cent price in- 
crease in a service vital to commu- 
nications within our country. 


"An Increase in first class mail rates

Blood" or "Super John's Private Stock," 
don't bother seeing him — he already 
has those bottles. 


Hauser Is a beer bottle collector. His 


411-bottlo collection, gathered over the 
past six years, Is on display In the liquor 
section of his drug store, Elk Grovo 
Drugs, In tho Park 'N Shop center, Ar- 
lington Heights and Hlgglns roads. 


The bottles in the collection represent 


some 20 different states and 24 foreign 
countries. The farthest away any bottlo 
has come from is a brand brewed In New 
Zealand.

HAUSER DOES not care how old a 


bottlo is. Ho simply wonts to have as 
many different kinds of beer bottles as 
possible. He collects not only different 
brand names, but also different bottles 
used by a single brewery. 


The collection, which includes bottles 


going back to World War I days, docs 
represent some history. For example, 
Hauser has 18 different brands produced 
by Chicago breweries. Today, only one 
brewery still exists in the city. 


History can actually bo traced through 


tho bottles. Hauser has several "Old 
Style" bottles that show tho different la- 
bels used by the company through the 
years. 


Some of the brand names are unusual, 


almost unheard of. "Bucket of Blood" 


brewed in Nevada and "Super John's 
Private Stock" are two of Hauser's fa- 
vorite brand names. Other little known 
names include "Arrowhead," "Rolling 
Rock'," "Old Timer" and "Genessee." 


HAUSER COLLECTS the bottles In a 


variety of ways. He has only collected 
about 35 bottles personally. The rest 
have been brought in by friends, custom- 
ers and beer-truck drivers who know 
about his hobby.

other collectors in the area. 


Or..; of his friends is an airline pilot 


who travels around the world. The pilot 
has brought back several bottles from 
far-away places. 


On one occasion, a woman was In tho 


store and asked Hauser if he had a bottle 
of "Bub's," a beer brewed in Wisconsin. 
He said he did not have ono In his collec- 
tion, so the next time the woman went to 
Wisconsin, she brought him back a 
bottle. 


A few of the bottles in the collection 


are still capped and filled. Hauser will 
never open them, however, because the 
beer has soured and become "skunky." 
Ho said if one of the bottles was opened 
the smell would drive you out of the 
store. 


Hauser collects the bottles as a private 


hobby. He said there is a bottle club in 
Chicago, but the members are interested 
in old bottles as historical items. He is 
just Interested In beer bottles. 


HE SAID THERE Is a beer bottle col- 


lectors club based in the New England 
area, but the club is too formally organ- 
ized for him. "They want the $5 dues and 
all the other stuff that goes with it," he 
said. 


As big as his collection is, Hauser is 


still looking for more bottles. He knows 
of a "Monarch" beer that was made in 
Chicago, but he has never been able to 
find a bottle. 


He also would like to get bottles from 


more than Just the 26 states he now has, 
especially from the western states, which 
are poorly represented in his collection. 


The present collection almost fills the 


available shelf space in the store, so 
Hauser is planning to do what any good 
collector would think of — adding more 
shelves. 


Hauser has no idea what the collec- 


tion Is worth and said it is hard to esti- 
mate its value because only another col- 
lector would want it. "If you weren't a 
collector, you wouldn't give me $5 for 
it," he said. 


Even if another collector offered to buy 


the collection, Hauser probably would 
not sell. "It gives the place individuality, 
sets you apart. I guess that's what It is 
all about," he said.

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-l2th,

costs, which means meeting the needs of 
postal workers who have negotiated big- 
ger and better wage and benefit con- 
tracts the last few years. 


Since the new revenue would probably 


have little effect on productivity it is as- 
sumed the public is going to be paying a 
lot more than they are now with nothing 
gained in return. Nothing, that is, unless 
you work for the two-year-old postal ser- 
vice. 


Standing in the way of this latest move 


by the highly controversial postal service 
is the U.S. Congress, armed with the ap- 
proval of their beleaguered constituents, 


to head off additional price increases of 
any kind. 


One of the most outspoken congress- 


men is U.S. Rep.'Philip Crane, R-lOth 
"Mr. Conservative," 'who has always 
fought for his idea that private industry 
can do a better job in areas where gov- 
ernment is foundering. And the postal 
service, according to Crane and others, 
is foundering badly. 


CITING THE fact that the 2 cent boost 


would be an increase of 25 per cent or 66 
per cent over the last three years, a vio- 
lation of the wage-price guidelines, 
Crane said: 


"Such an increase would be uncon- 


scionable at a time when the federal 
government is imposing severe restric- 
tions upon price increases in the private 
sector. It is incredible that the federal 


government itself should seriously be 
contemplating a 25 per cent price in- 
crease in a service vital to commu- 
nications within our country. 


"An increase in first class mail rates

E. T. Klassen, the newly independent 
postal service probably will ask the Post- 
al Rate Commission in September for 


permission to raise the price of the 8 
cent stamp to 10 cents beginning next 
year. 


The money, said Klassen, primarily 


would be used to meet the rise in labor 
costs, which means meeting the needs of 
postal workers who have negotiated big- 
ger and better wage and benefit con- 
tracts the last few years. 


Since the new revenue would probably

Equalizes funding for schools 
State aid formula would be 'good, bad' 


A new, proposed formula for state aid 


to schools would be a financial windfall 
to Elk Grove Township School Dlst. 59, 
but may create problems in hiring new 
teachers, according to Supt. James Er- 
vlti. 


The new formula, passed by the Gener- 


al Assembly, still must bo signed by 
Gov. Daniel Walker. It Is designed to 
give all school districts in the state equal 
funding per pupil. 


Erlvitl estimated the new formula, If 


signed by Walker, would give the district 
an additional $300,000 to $300,000 next 
year. Eventually, the aid could increase 
to millions of dollars. 


The appropriations passed by the Gen- 


ral Assembly, including the new aid for- 
mula, far exceed the proposed budget of 
the governor and he must veto some of 
the bills. Observers would not speculate 
on the chances of the new aid formula. 


UNDER THE NEW formula, each 


school district in the state would base its 
budget on an assessed valuation of 
$64.015 per pupil. If the district's actual 
assessed valuation per pupil Is below that 
level, the state would pay the difference. 


The state aid formula is complicated, 


but the poorer a district is In terms of 
assessed valuation per pupil, the greater 
Its state aid will be. 


The new formula will not provide tho 


full Increase In aid for several years. No 
more than a 25 per cent Increase over 
last year's amount will bo permitted. At 
least four years will be required for a 
district to get tho full Increase in aid. 
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Ervltl said the new formula may ad- 


versely affect the district's ability to hire 
new teachers. "We can no longer beat 
the sticks for .teachers In poorer districts 
by offering more pay," he said. 


According (o Ervltl, all districts under 


the new formula, would be able to offer 
competitive pay scales for teachers. 
"Every district in the state will be in tho 
same league as us," he said. 


ERV1TI EXPLAINED the new formula 


and its effects at Monday's school board 
meeting. In other action at the meeting: 


• The board, after long discussion, ap- 


proved tho Northwest Educational Coop- 
cratlvc (NEC) budget and the district's 
portion of expenses. The board was very 
dissatisfied with the data processing ser- 
vice provided by the cooperative last 
year and agreed that if service did not 
improve, the district would consider 
dropping out of the agency. 


• Another report on the long-overdue 


Friendship Junior High School was pre- 
sented by Grant Terrell, representative 
for the architect. He said construction 
work is progressing and the school 
should be ready by September, but tho 
gym will not be finished until some time 
in October. 


• The district will continue its present 


program 
of intcrscholastic 
and 
In- 


tramural basketball games in the junior 
high schools. A report on the past pro- 
gram, with a recommendation to contin- 
ue it, was presented by Ervlti.

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Waiting for the U.S. Mail

Here is a mathematical problem to 


chew on along with that high-priced roast 
beef sandwich and costly glass of milk. 


If more than 5 per cent of the popu- 


lation is not receiving its first class mall 
on time and literally thousands of per- 
sons are complaining of incredibly slow 
delivery, then why Is it the U.S. Postal 
Service Is intending to raise the cost of 
mailing a letter to 10 cents? 


Before hearing the answer you better 


swallow first. You'd think that most of 
the estimated $1 billion raised would 
cover the cost of improving services, 
right? Apparently that's wrong. 


ACCORDING TO Postmaster General 


E. T. Klassen, the newly independent 
postal service probably will ask the Post- 
al Rate Commission in September for 


permission to raise the price of the 8 
cent stamp to 10 cents beginning next 
year. 


The money, said Klassen, primarily 


would be used to meet the rise in labor 
costs, which means meeting the needs of 
postal workers who have negotiated big- 
ger and better wage and benefit con- 
tracts the last few years. 


Since the new revenue would probably 


have little effect on productivity it is as- 
sumed the public is going to be paying a 
lot more than they are now with nothing 
gained in return. Nothing, that is, unless 
you work for the two-year-old postal ser- 
vice. 


Standing in the way of this latest move 


by the highly controversial postal service 
is the U.S. Congress, armed with the ap- 
proval of their beleaguered constituents, 


to head off additional price Increases of 
any kind. 


One of the most outspoken congress- 


men is U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-lOth 
"Mr. Conservative," who has always 
fought for his idea that private industry 
can do a better job in areas where gov- 
ernment is foundering. And the postal 
service, according to Crane and others, 
is foundering badly. 


CITING THE fact that the 2 cent boost 


would be an increase of 25 per cent or 66 
per cent over the last three years, a vio- 
lation of the wage-price guidelines, 
Crane said: 


"Such an increase would be uncon- 


scionable at a time when the federal 
government is imposing severe restric- 
tions upon price increases In the private 
sector. It is incredible that the federal 


government Itself should seriously be 
contemplating a 23 per cent price in- 
crease in a service vital to commu- 
nications within our country. 


"An Increase in first class mail rates 


from 6 cents to 10 cents in three years," 
added Crane, "is hardly a record in 
which our government can he proud. It 
dwarfs the meat price increases uhieh 
have recently been the topic of such de- 
bate." 


Then Crane added what will amount to 


be the knockout blow if he has his way: 


"It is clear that something is funda- 


mentally wrong with the postal service 
when American citizens must pay more 
and more for less and less. The source of 
the trouble, of course, is the monopoly .. 
. in this case a government monopoly on

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Our reporter starts new driving course on 'wrong' foot 


Editor's Note: Driver's education — 


thai gpeclal course taught Ugh school 
itudenu before they receive their driv- 
er's license — has changed somewhat in 
recent years. Herald Staff Writer Joe 
Swlckard was a driver's education flu- 
dent In IDftl and last week went through 
the modernized version of the how-to, 
drive class at Prospect High School. He 
recalls how things have changed.

I apparently took driver's education In 


the Automotive Dork Ages of the mid- 
1960s. 


Now I have learned that many things I 


held as sacrosanct wore meaningless rit- 
uals having no place in the modern world 
of motoring. 


If you learned to drive prior to six 


years ago. you can Join me In this latest 
episode of future shock: brake with your 
left foot. 


STILL ABLE to absorb more punish* 


ment? Well, now the neophyte driver no 
longer has to parallel park to earn his 
license. 


George Gatlas, Prospect High School 


athletic director and supervisor of driver 
education, was to be the dcbunkcr of ear- 
lier teachings. 


Ho stood on the Prospect parking lot 


early one morning last week to explain 
the program. Although It was noticeably 
chilly, ho seemed perfectly warm in his 
gym teacher tee-shirt, slacks and gym 
stocs. I thought at first the shoes were a 
carryover many coaches affect during 
the off season. Later, I was to learn they 
were necessary. 


He explained the program is divided 


into four phases: class room, simulator, 
closed course and behind the wheel (or 


BTW as It is known by the men who ride 
the suicide scat with the novice drivers). 


TUB FIRST REAL jolt to my educa- 


tion came as I watched Gattas strap the 
student driver warning signs to the cars. 
None of those "low price three" for these 
kids. They were going to learn in style. 


Lined up in the early morning sun 


were two Rlvleras, on Electra and an 
Olds. 88. 


Students confined to the closed course 


would have to make do with Novas, Cen- 
turies, Montcgo or LTD. 


(A check with BUI Cook Bulck, Arling- 


ton Heights, revealed he supplies the lux- 
ury cars because the demand for smaller 
cars is too great to coslgn them to stu- 
dents. The cars used are then sold at 
$200 below Invoice price, said Don Cook, 
sales manager.) 


Gattas said the students prefer the 


smaller cars for driving on the course. 
But, for the streets, there's nothing like a 
Detroit Dream. 


My turn for the boat ride would come 


later, first stop was the classroom. 


TONY LANZARATTA is a summer 


driving Instructor. It was his minor at 
Illinois State University. 


The students were In for a treat this 


morning. To break up the monotony of 
lectures In summer school, Lanzaratta 
had some slides to show. 


The slides were supposed to give the 


students new perceptions — looking for 
the unexpected. 


One hour of zig-zag lines, checks and 


squares all jumping around and changing 
while I tried to look at them. An hour 
later, my retinas bartly recovered, found 
mo In a driving simulator. 


The idea Is to have a mock-up of a car 


with the appropriate wheels, pedals and 
controls. The instructor shows a movie 
and the students are supposed to "drive" 
along. 


A computer, attached to the simulator, 


registers everytlme an error is made. 


In reality, the simulators look like a 


bump-urn car with a plnball machine 
hooked up to the dash. Do something 
wrong and the appropriate sign lights up. 
THE FILM was swell. John Drury, chan- 
nel 7's aco news announcer, took us for a 
ride through Des Plalnes, Winnetka, and 


Highland Park. 


It showed an old girl friend's house 


and the site of my first traffic ticket. 


After 45 minutes of watching for care- 


less delivery men and children chasing 
balls into the street, John had us "driv- 
ers" "pull" into an angle parking place 
in Highland Park. He left us there. 


Next stop for me was the enclosed 


course where the students drive around 
the parking lot and practice mamievers. 


I was somewhat envious of these "in- 


termediate" cars the kids got to tool 


around in. The North Shore high school I 
attended gave us Corvalrs (remember 
them) with governors that limited speeds 
to under IS m.p.h. 


I watched with Gattas as the Bulcks, 


Chevys, LTD's and Montegos made left 
and right turns. 


What about my old nemesis, parallel 


parking? 


"We set up some pylons where they 


can practice. But not too much. It isn't 
on the tests anymore," Gattas said. 


My contemporaries and myself consid- 


ered the drivers test as rites of passage 
toward manhood. Parallel parking was 
our ordeal by fire. Now they don't even 
test it. No wonder this younger gener- 
ation is getting soft. 


"T-BACKING MANEUVERS" were on 


tap. This replaced the incomprehensible 
"three point turn about" I practiced for 
hours. Just more evidence of decadence. 


I soon saw the necessity for the gym 


shoes worn by Gattas. 


He called one cor in to practice the 


move. 


"Look out. She can't control the car," 


he said as he displayed some fancy foot- 
work while grabbing a pylon out of 
harm's way. 


Around and 'round the cars went while 


Gattas watched for proper techniques 
such as hand over hand wheel turns and 
using the turn signal. 


"Sometimes It gets pretty hairy out 


here. You should have been here last 
week. The first time behind a wheel and 
there were cars all over the place. We've 
had some accidents, but we're lucky. At 
Wheeling they had a car totaled on the 
course," he said. 


I rejoined Lanzaratta for my last hour: 


a ride with the students on the street
